QUADRENNIAL ADDRESS BY THE RETIRING PRESIDENT OF 
THE GENERAL CONFERED 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: | 

The Methodist Protestant Church has just concluded. the most 
strenuous and the most progressive quadrennium since the days of 
the Fathers. Our own battalions have marched shoulder to shoulder 
with all the kindred millions of the Churches of Christ in America; 
and partly through their own initiative, partly through vital co- 


operation with other denominations, our people have met and mas- © 


tered the problems that accompanied the great war, and have bravely 
faced the challenge of a new world. And our own quadrennial pro- 
gram, despite.all the doubts and fears that haunted its earlier days, 
has proven at\once a Pentecost to the soul of the Church and a 


source of material salvation to the boards and institutions of the 
Church. 


Whatever has been your part or mine in the work of the Church 
during these last eventful years, the record of another quadrennium 
is finished now; and I am sure that for every one of us the joy of 
service has lightened every burden and sweetened every task. The 
fellowship of our common labor in the Lord’s vineyard has been a 
rich experience, and will become a hallowed memory. As for my 
own little share in the work of this double quadrennium, I have 
a thousand misgivings; a thousand misgivings and nothing whereof 
to boast. And yet, men and brethren, I dare to say that, by the 


grace of God, I have been true to the trust you gave me. I have 
obeyed. in letter and in spirit, the marching orders you handed me ~ 


at Baltimore, eight years ago, and at Zanesville, four years ago. 


To every keynote you have sounded I have set the integrity of my 
own heart; and in all the processional of the years, from Baltimore 


to Zanesville, from Zanesville to Greensboro, I have never betrayed 
the banners you lifted up before me.» ee 


The developments of the present quadrennium seemed to de- 


a8 mand two decisive opinions, the one being denominational, the other 


inter-denominational; and I take official responsibilty for these two 
decisions. First of all, I discovered that, in certain quarters at least, 
the question of union with the United Brethren was still considered 
a living issue, and that this impression cast a shadow of doubt and 
ambiguity upon our own denominational movements. Accordingly, 
I published the official opinion that the union movement had auto- 
matically ceased with the failure of the United Brethren to take the 


vote of their people. And, in making this decision, I did not presume 


to close negotiations, I merely announced an accomplished fact. So 


long as the movement was recognized, even tacitly, as a living ques- 


tion, it hung like a shadow upon the onward movements of our 
Church; something as the shadow of the fallen bird of happy omen 


hung upon the storied ship of “The Ancient Mariner.” And, instead 


of undertaking to find out who it was that slew the Albatross, I 
merely tried to make such conditions as would enable our own ship 


,of Zion to sail beyond the shadows. | | 
And then I ventured this conclusion: that the Methodist Prot- 


estant Church, having voyaged fifteen years and more on the rest- 
less sea of union movements and counter-movements, has discharged 
her full duty in that direction, and has earned the right to sail a 
straightforward course, manning her own ship and flying her own 
flag.

The General Assembly of the United Presbyterian Church, as- 
sembled at Sterling, Kansas, acknowledges the kindly message of 
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the one hand and cooperative energy on the other hand—these are 
the component forces that meet in the one great resultant of progress 
in the Kingdom of God. 
And I would pause here for one moment to pay tribute to the 
progressive development of missionary work among the women of 
the Methodist Protestant Church. The Woman’s Board of Foreign 
Missions, organized some forty-one years ago, started on the high- 
way of faith by raising a little more than three hundred dollars the 
first year; and one year ago they celebrated their fortieth anniversary 
by bringing forty thousand dollars into the Lord’s Treasury. The 
year 1920 marks a still greater victory for this organization, some- 
‘thing over forty-four thousand dollars having been paid through this 
broadening channel in the short period of eleven months. I remem- 
ber that high day in the Valley of the Hudson, many years ago, when 
we opened wide the doors of the Methodist Protestant Church for 
the ordination of Dr. Anna Howard Shaw. And I truly believe that. 
this early recognition of the rights of women in the Lord’s House 
was prophetic of the great work which is now being done through 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary Society, and through the ministry of other elect ladies of 
our beloved Zion. And the greatest hope for our imperilled civiliza- 
tion lies in the broadening fields of opportunity now being given to 
the wives and the mothers of the human family. A thousand prob- 
lems of this war-stricken world will surrender only to the heart- 
wisdom of womankind, and a thousand public iniquities will surrender 
only to the passionate hatred of the true woman for everything that 
is wrong. Let us therefore thank God that the time ‘has come to 
pass in America when the mother of the home can rock the cradle 
of her child with the one hand and with the other hand cast a ballot 
which shall guard the soul of the child through all the evolutions 
Rejoicing with you in the achievements of these last years, I 
offer no specific recommendations for the future. I simply urge the 
importance of pressing onward in the good work. so auspiciously be- 
gun. Our yesterday’s achievement, however small or great, is but 
a challenge to the greater task of tomorrow.

We understand it has been the function of the Auditing Commit- 
tee in the past to examine the books and papers of our treasurer 


and secretaries, certify to their correctness and see that all disburse- 
ments are supported by proper vouchers. The treasurer has not 
brought to this Conference those books and vouchers, they being 
much more voluminous than in the past because of the great increase 


in the number and amount of his transactions. He has, however, 
had an audit made of all of the funds for which he is responsible. 
In the opinion of this Committee, the form of the report as prepared 


by the accountant is objectionable and does not present the facts so 
they may be readily understood by those who are unaccustomed to 
accounting. However, from the evidence submitted ‘to us, we be-. 
lieve that the reports before us present true statements of the finan- © 
cial transactions of the various officials, Boards and institutions for 


the period under review. 


With reference to the Pittsburgh Book Directory, we find that 


the difference which has existed between the statement of assets 


and liabilities and the profit and loss statement for both this and 
the preceding quadrennium is due principally to one bad account of 
approximately $4,000.00, arising about six years ago from the bank- 


ruptcy of a real estate agency which collected the rents of our Pitts- 
burgh property. It did not appear immediately that this account 
would be a total loss and therefore, the entire amount was not charged 
off at once as a bad debt. Instead a part of the account was charged 


off every year after the profit and loss statement was prepared. 


About $500 of this account is still being carried on the books as an 
asset. This one item and other small bad accounts, taken with the 


items of depreciation on plant and equipment, will probably ie eh 


the remainder of the difference. 


We recommend that in the future all losses be charged off as 


soon as they are known to be losses and that a proper allowance for 
depreciation be included among the expenses of the directory and 


that both items be shown in detail in the report. 


With reference to the Baltimore Directory, we find that the 


-account presented has our approval. 


In view of the increased financial responsibility of our officials 
and Boards, and because of the large amounts they are now account- 
able for, and in view of the fact that it is impossible for any com- 
mittee to properly audit the accounts during conference session, we 
recommend to this conference that each Board. institution and official 
of our church, having any financial responsibility be directed to have 
its records thoroughly audited by a Certified Public Accountant who 
shall furnish a detailed report to be submitted to this conference, 
certifying that he has satisfied himself that all receipts have been 
accounted for and all disbursements properly supported. by vouchers 


and who shall further certify and examine all securities and other 


investments held by said officials, Boards and institutions and attach 
a detailed list of such securities and investments to his report. 


We further recommend that all officials and employees handling 
funds of this conference shall be bonded for suitable amount, the 
premiums to be charyed as an item ‘of expense.

world!” In his book entitled the “Making of an American,” Jacob. 


Riis tells the world how he knew that he. had finally become an 
American. He was sojourning for time in his native Denmark, and 
a serious illness in the old home threatened his very life. But he 
is convalescent now, and is sitting! at an open window, looking out 
upon the sea, the afterweakness of the fever still upon him. And 
then, swift in its influence as a beam in darkness, the American flag 
was unfurled on a passing ship; and the sick man was seized with 
a mania of joy and gladness, insomuch that the members of the 
household concluded for the moment that his reason was dethroned. 
But Jacob Riis knew in that high moment that the making of an 
American was: really completed, because his heart thrilled with 
patriotic joy and pride at the first glimpse of Old Glory. 
The Christian Churches of today, aided by the undying moral 
forces of every age, are engaged in the heroic task of making a new 
world; and every true native land in all the earth is striving to make, 
out of the warp and woof of the races, a new nation dedicated to 


the common interests of humanity and to the righteousness of God. 


The Cross of Calvary is the symbol of this glorious task; the rally- 


ing standard of all the hosts of the Kingdom of Heaven; and the 


emblem and earnest of the final victory of the Christ, as the head 
over all things to the Church and as the divine Ruler of all the 
powers that be.

We recommend: | 

1. That an Annuity Fund be authorized and created for the 
purpose of providing an orderly, uniform and reasonably adequate 
annuity for aged and disabled ministers belonging to the Methodist 
Protestant Church, their widows and orphans. 

: 2. Thay a Relief Fund also be authorized and created for the 
relief of ministers who may be disabled by disease, accident or the 
infirmities of age. 

3. Peat. a corporation be formed and a charter obtained by a 
Board of Managers elected by this General Conference, who shall. 
have power to receive, hold and administer all gifts, bequests, de- 
vises, that may be made to it at any time'and in any manner, for the 
purposes herein stated and under such rules and regulations as they 
themselves may adopt, subject to the General Conference. : 

4, The Annuity Fund shall be derived from two sources: the 
annual premiums paid by its members and the gifts, bequests, devises 
and all other contributions made by churches and individuals; and 
the increments only of such property shall be disbursed to annuitants : 
provided, that 25 per cent of the amount received as contributions 
from the churches on assessments levied for the purpose of this 
corporation shall belong to the Relief Fund. The increments only 
of the Annuity Fund shall be subject to distribution.

Un- 
paralleled-conditions resulting mainly from the world war have pro- 
duced this crisis. If the Church of Christ fails to meet the chal- 
lenge of these days, if she does not measure up to the demands of 
her new task, this failure will be due to one thing more than to any 


other, and that is the divisions in the household of evangelical Chris- 


tians. A divided host and isolated plans of campaign nearly lost 
the world war, but a unified co-operative plan won the war. | 


_ Therefore, believing that it was never more necessary for the 
various Christian bodies to plan and work together in our common 


purpose of Kingdom building and gratefully acknowledging the vital. 


work being done by our sister churches, we hereby pledge ourselves 
as a denomination to avoid engaging in any competitive church ex- 
tension enterprises. We pledge ourselves further to cooperate with 
them to the limit of our ability and opportunity in the advancement 
and upbuilding of the Kingdom of God.

The Special Committee on Revision elected by the General Con- 


ference of 1916, met in the church at Zanesville, Ohio, immediately 
after final adjournment of the Conference and elected A. N. Ward | 


secretary. ‘In the summer of 1918, the chairman invited the secre- 
tary and Mr. T. A. Murray, the two members located conveniently 
to each other, to a conference to determine the time and place for 
the meeting of the whole Committee. The result of this.conference 
was expressed in the following notice which appeared in several 
successive issues of the church papers: |

In response to these notices Brother C. L. Whittaker, of North 
Carolina, promptly wrote the chairman of his purpose to be present 
at the meeting. Subsequently he was obliged to write of his in- 
ability to be present because of sickness in his family and the preva- 
lent influenza. How many may have written to the secretary I am 
unable to say as he was unable to be present himself because of the 

sickness of his child and a funeral” on the day of meeting. : 

On the day set for the meeting (October 8rd, 1918), the chair- 
man and two other members appeared at the hour named, C. E. 
Sheppard and T. A. Murray. Ira Champion, Alabama, whose train 


Was delayed, reported in the late afternoon, making four of the nine

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ARTICLE 8.—OFFICERS AND THEIR DUTIES. |

INTRODUCTORY. 


icc) We have examined with much care the report of the Board of 
"> Education, the reports of the Seminary and the various colleges. It 
) has been a laborious work. We have also given protracted hearings 
* to all who are immediately interested in the various educational 
™ enterprises of the church and feel that we have done all possible to 
"arrive at the actual situations confronting us. Many things which © 
to the uninformed seem open to criticism have been inquired into and 
4 the results of our inquiries lead your committee to the conclusion 
a ‘that nothing of any importance can be charged against the manage- 
"ment of our colleges or schools. We feel a confidence in the present 
i 2 management of them all beyond anything we have known for many 
"years. For the first time in our history, they are all without excep-

This Council represents the spirit of co- -operation among the Protes- 
tant churches of American in the cause of Christian Education. 
Through this Council the colleges and seminaries of the several 
denominations were linked up with the program of the Interchurch 
World Movement. Your Board has received much helpful informa- 
tion from this fellowship. It has been helped in many practical 
ways. Since our Board has become a member of this Council it has 
contributed $100.00 a year to the same. 


Activities of the Board of Education During the Quadrennium. 


- MINISTERIAL EDUCATION—The Board of Education looks 
upon the cause of Ministerial Education as the most important fea- 


ture of its work. It has undertaken to promote this important inter- 
est of the church without prejudice, while, at the same time, it has 


been compelled to undertake many other tasks. During the past 


quadrennium we have passed through a world war and there was a 
question for a time whether or not the colleges and theological sem- 


inaries'of America would be compelled to close their doors. Our 


own institutions suffered with the others. The young men _ who 


might otherwise have heard the call to preach were in the uniform 
of their country. In the light of this trying period through which 
we have passed our Board has a justifiable pride in the number of 
young men who have been in our colleges and seminary preparing 
for the ministry. The total number aided by the Board of Education 


during the past quadrennium is eighty; one more than the preceding 


quadrennium. 


There is nothing more vital to the success of the Cinodoen of 
God. »than a thoroughly-prepared Christian leadership. The survey 


of the Interchurch World Movement has revealed the fact that the © 


Protestant churches of America will need in the next five years 100 000 
new recruits for distinctive Christian service. The Methodist Prot- 
estant Church should have at least 150 young men each year in our 
colleges and our seminary who are looking toward the gospel min- 
istry. This would not mean such a very great increase, after all, 


as, during this school year just closing, there were 82 in our schools 


preparing for this great work. The Board of Education urges the 
pastors of our church to bring to the attention of their young people 
this matter of life decision and to present to them the claims of the 
gospel ministry. The plan of the church in aiding young men is 
well known to all. Exhibit “A” will show the number of young men 
aided. the amount loaned to each, the total amount loaned, the con- 


ferences that recommended these young men and the schools they. 


attended. 


The sources of income for the Ministerial Education Fund are 
largely two. First, return payments from former beneficiaries and 
second. income on Permanent Invested Fund. We are showing in 


this report the amount received in return payments each year of the - 


quadrennium, together with the total amount. Exhibit “B.” We 
are a'so publishing an honor Roll of former beneficiaries who, in the 
past four years. hava settled their accounts in full with the Board 
of Education.

discovered that character is fundamental to civilization. | 


The Interchurch World Movement program will give a new place 
to the denominational school in the :ife of the American people. The 
Methodist Protestant Church should make the most of this new 
friendly attitude.’ This is the time when it is possible, if we do the 


best we can ourselves, to realize financial help from quarters outside 
our own denomination. 


Our Own Institutions. 


The Methodist Protestant Church has four colleges and one 
Theological Seminary. The colleges are well located and among 
them there is no competition because of over-lapping territory. Two 
_ of these institutions are located within easy reach of the greater 
constituency of the Methodist Protestant Church; two of them are 

‘located rather on the borderland of Methodist Protestant strength 

‘and~influence. Each of these institutions, however, has a field of 
‘Service and is worthy of every encouragement that the church is 
able to give. The reports made by the presidents of these institu- 
_ Hons are bound in with the report of the Board of Education. 
_ The Board of Education would remind this General Conference 
‘of the high character and ability of the Presidents of our colleges | 
‘and it cannot speak too emphatically of their high spirit of devotion 
to and sacrifice for the great cause of Christian Education. 

_ The Methodist Protestant Church has one Theological Seminary. 
This institution has been built largely around the personality and 
sacrifice of its President, Dr. H. L. Elderdice, A new building, which — 
was badly needed, is in process of erection and this institution, as 
well as our colleges, has profited from the two campaigns. The re- 
port of this institution is bound in with the report of our Board 
and will prove interesting to our whole constituency. 

Because of the Million Dollar Campaign and the Interchurch 
Campaign, this has been an especially good quadrennium in the 
history of our institutions. Debts have. been paid and the beginning 
of an endowment has been made. However, only a beginning has 
been made in the matter of endowment. The minimum standard 
college, adopted by the Association of American Colleges before the 
a of the high cost of living. calls for an endowment of $403,200. 

he Methodist Protestant constituency must think of the needs of 


our educational institutions in the light of this endowment standard. 
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proceeds from this subscription helped in a large way to meet the 


current expense. This Six Hundred Club is being renewed for an- 
other period of four years and a part of the money realized will be 
used as a loan to students attending Adrian College. 


Your Board also presented the matter of Adrian’s current ex- 
pense to the First Church Corporation of Pittsburgh, Pa. The two 


pastors, Rev. F. H. Lewis, D. D., pastor of the First Church, Pitts- 


burgh, and Rev. C. L. Daugherty, D. D., pastor of Trinity Church, 


Pittsburgh, appreciating the situation, joined in a recommendation.

West Lafayette College Property and Indebtedness. 


By the action of the General Conference in its session at Zanes- 
ville, Ohio, in May, 1916, the Board of Education was given the re- 
sponsibility for the property and indebtedness of West Lafayette 
College. In order that each step taken in carrying out the instruc- 


tion of the General Conference may be before you, we are including 


in our report the official action of the Board of Trustees of West 
Lafayette College, of the General Conference itself. of the Denomi- 
national Executive Committee and of the Board of Education. report- 
ing these in the order in which they were taken.

Special Assistance Given Institutions. 


KANSAS CITY UNIVERSITY—During the second year of this 
quadrennium, while in the midst of a special campaign for current 
expenses. Chancellor J. H. Lucas, of Kansas City University, was 
incapacitated because of ill health and that institution called upon 
the Secretary of the Board of Education to come to 1ts assistance. 
By the advice and consent of the Executive Committee of our Board, 
the Secretary gave about eight weeks of service, helping to promote 
the special campaign then in progress and ws with Dr. Lucas within 
a few weeks of his death. Chancellor Lucas poured out his life to 
the utmost in the interest of Kansas City University and in his death 
the Methodist Protestant Church suffered a great loss. | 


Through the advice of the Board of Education, Dr. A. N. Ward, 
of Salisbury. Maryland, was elected Dr. Lucas’ successor. He took 
up the unfinished task of liquidating the indebtedness and soon came 
to the place where a few thousand dollars could settle a large part 
of this indebtedness. The Board of Education. anticipating the dis- | 
tribution of the Million Dollar Campaign Fund, advanced Kansas 
City University $24,000 and later made another advance of $10 000. 
The condition as touching these two notes is shown by Exhibit “E.”

$teps were also taken to transfer the educational interests of 
West Lafayette College to Adrian, so far as this Board has power 
to do. The graduating class was transferred to Adrian, and all the 
members were present to receive their diplomas at the annual com- 

- mencement held at Adrian.on Thursday,. June 15. 

- Since the General Conference accepted the resignation of the 
entire Board and assumed control of the affairs of West Lafayette 
College, we have no authority to take any action except at the sug- 
gestion of the Board of Education, to whom the property and debts.

Quadrennial Report of The Westminster Theological Seminary at 


the close of ae its thirty-eighth scholastic year. 


Budget Support. 


Prior to the last General Conference the aineal: conferences 
sent their several annual assessments. directly to the Seminary and 
their sum total for the last quadrennium was $19,923.38. By the 
establishment of the Budget system and the granting of so small a 


percentage of the same to the Seminary, the present quadrennium 


shows that the Seminary has received only $17,908.38, or a decrease 
of $2,015. 


Scholarship Fund. 


DISTRIBUTIVE FUND. Last quadrennium $7, 658. 18.

subscribed. Most of the subscriptions were made on the four-year 


payment plan; but on account of the numerous “drives” by State 
and Church and the present financial crisis many of these will not 
be collectable. This deficiency we hope to make good by receipts 


from the Million Dollar Campaign. But because of the abnormally 


high and constantly increasing cost of labor and materials we esti- 
mate that the final cost will be from $75,000 to $100,000. The new 
building is now in process of construction, and our plans call for 
completion in time for the opening of school next September. The 
consummation of this work of splendid architecture and complete 
equipment meets a long-felt need and marks an epoch in the history 
of the institution.

Through all its financial reverses it has main- 
tained its educational standing and has rendered a valuable service 
to Church and State. It has enrolled upwards of 6,000 students since

»™) of Michigan and the other half principally from Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
’ Indiana, Illinois, New York, and West Virginia. It has enrolled 
students from twenty-four other states of the Union, also from the 
District of Columbia, Ontario, Cuba, Porto Rico, South America, 
"* England, Japan, and Turkey. The college has furnished from her 
~* #800 graduates 127 for the Christian ministry and other definite 
_ Christian work; 164 to the field of education, 151 to science, art, law 
and journalism. In other words she has sent out more than 50 
per cent of her graduates into public service of a more or less al- 
truistic character. This creditable record has been possibly only 
through the toil and heroic sacrifice of noble men and women de- 
voted to Christian education. This sacrifice has not always reflected 
credit on the supporting constituency. 

Four years ago the college was passing through a financial crisis 
which had brought on a loss of confidence everywhere with the con- 
sequent depletion of attendance and general sag.

report of Western Maryland College. This College, organized in 
1867, made its first report to the General Conference in 1870, just 
fifty years ago. Three years ago, 1917, we celebrated the fiftieth 
"= annniversary of its aria and this year, 1920, we graduate its 
fiftieth class. 

% Beginning its first year with seventy-five students enrolled, the 
enrollment this year was 272. The whole number of students en- 
rolled since its organization is 3,731, the total number graduated 
is 1,120. During the quadrennium the attendance has been: 1916-17, 
2138; 1917-18, 214; 1918-19, 274; 1919-20, 272. Graduates for the 
same years, 30, 27, 35, 26. We do not feel that we have at all 
reached the pinnacle in the matter of attendance.

Total re- 
ceipts for the quadrennium are $242,374.11. A word of commenda- 
tion is also due Mr. L. H. Neiplin, who for thirteen years has been 
associated with the Pittsburgh Publishing House, and recently se- 
lected, as acting agent, ad. interim. The Pittsburgh Directory re- 
ports total receipts for the quadrennium at $257,595.32. | 

“While both the Methodist Protestant and Methodist Recorder 
have been published at financial loss, yet the income from _ other 
phases of business during the quadrennium enables the Baltimore 
Directory to report a profit of $9,621.45 and the Pittsburgh Direc- 
tory a profit of $6,007.57. Fuller details appear in the published 
reports of both Directories. 


Concerning our Sunday-school Literature, we notice that there 
are eleven periodicals devoted to the study of the Improved Uniform 


Lessons. The following additions have been made during the qua- 
rennium: Adult and Home Department Quarterly, Junior Teachers’ 


Quarterly, Pupils’ Lesson Stories. The Teachers’ Journal has been 
enriched by the addition of a Senior Teachers’ Journal. 
lesson situation is not altogether satisfactory. In this particular 
there are no periodicals bearing our own imprint beyond the Primary 
Division, but the whole situation should be carefully studied, with 
the view of meeting the need in the most efficient way. 

A paper referred to the Committee concerning the establishment 
of a sub-station or distributing point for literature, ete., has been 
considered. We do not bélieve this is feasible at the present time. 


The resolution referred to concerning the publication of a paper 


for boys and girls of the Junior and Intermediate ages, and also of 
a paper for use in the Christian Endeavor Societies, with comments 
and explanations of the Christian Endeavor topics, has likewise been 
considered. With limited information concerning needs, conditions, 


etc., we are not ready to make a definite recommendation, but would

Concerning the report of the Board of Publication relative to 


the increased subscription price of the Methodist Protestant and the 
Methodist Recorder, we commend that same be advanced from $1.50

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General Comments. 


Our business is in a healthy condition, the assets having increased 
nearly $10,000 during the quadrennium, and this increase is shown 
principally in our investments in United States Bonds, Merchandise 
Stock, Cash on Deposit, and Accounts Receivable. It is most import- 
ant to watch the last-named item, especially for the purpose of see- 
ing that they do not remain unpaid too long. The decreasing purchas- 
ing power of the dollar, together with the shortened period of com- 
mercial credit, makes it necessary for us to collect our accounts more 
closely if we are to’meet our obligations promptly. In our judgment 
no credit should be extended beyond sixty days and we urge our 
churches to co-operate with us in this matter. | 


By most careful financing, we have been able, during the past two 
quadrenniums, to create an Emergency Fund out of the profits of our 
business and at the present time this fund amounts to $11,987.76. 
This fund was created with certain definite purposes in mind, and 
these purposes are briefly as follows: 


First, to take care of our business in case of financial crisis; 
second, to take care of the natural expansion of our business, and 
third, to establish and own a printing plant to print our own Church 
paper and to handle any other business along the same line that might 
come from outside sources. The last-named purpose is one about 
which the Conference should give considerable thought. We must 
have a Church paper and it should be given to the membership at as 
reasonable a price as possible, having in mind the building up of the 
Church. Moreover, we feel that there is a great opportunity to attract 
the business of those engaged in commercial matters. This business | 
may come from our own Church membership as well as others. We 
have already considered the cost of the purchasing of a printing plant, 
and we find the cost at the present time is exceedingly high. Although 
we need this plant now, yet we think it would be wise to hold off for a 
short period in the hope that the cost of printing presses and material 
will soon show a decrease. 


During the quadrennium our report shows our gross profit from 
_ all sources to be $22,311.75. From this must be deducted the loss on 
the Church paper amounting to $9,888.31, the General Conference 
_ Expense, $41.55, and the Forward Movement Expense of $2,760.44. 
This leaves us a net profit from all sources of $9,621.45. This is an 
Increase over the previous four years of $3.990.61. |

We do not feel that this message should be closed without again 
calling attention to the splendid work done by our Editor and Agent, 
both of whom have labored intelligently and devotedly for the success 
of our Book Directory. We think it most difficult to find two men 
who could work so harmoniously and successfully together, and we 
count ourselves fortunate in having. them associated with us in thls 
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we feel that we should in a brief and general way call your attention 


to several outstanding facts. 


The Methodist Protestant. . 
The subscription list of the Church paper has greatly increased 


since our last Report, for at that time it was two thousand six 
hundred and ninety, and now it is seven thousand four hundred and 
twenty-one, thus showing a remarkably fine increase of four thoy- 


sand seven hundred and thirty-one. Our Editor, Rev. Frank J ig 
Benson, has labored earnestly, bringing to his responsible work 
a gifted pen, a clean-cut knowledge of what the reading Church 
should have, and back of this an ambition to place the paper in every 
home represented in nearby Conferences. In his work he has re- 
ceived the loyal co-operation of our Agent, Charles Reiner, Jr, 
whose knowledge of business methods contributed much to the en- 
terprise. Of course, our Directory has encouraged in substantial 


ways these two brethren in their activities. This increase came prin- 
cipally from the Maryland and West Virginia Conferences and could 
not have been accomplished had it not been for the loyal support | 


of the Pastors of our Churches. This must always be true and we 
hope that the Pastors in all Conferences will fully appreciate their 
position of helpfulness, a position which no other representative now 


occupies, for the Church paper is an absolute necessity to a progres- 
sive church. | | 


We regret to be compelled to say that a study of our report will 


show that the expenses of conducing and publishing the paper in- 
creased 63 2-10 per cent. while our income from the paper only in- 
creased 50 4-5 per cent, this increase in cost being due to the gradual 


increase in the cost of paper, as well as to printing and operating | 


expenses. Our report shows that during the quadrennium we have 
incurred on account of the paper a loss of $9,888.31, being an increase 
of $5,584.22 over the previous four years. We have no hesitancy 


in saying that there is only one way in which this loss can be overcome | 
and that is by increasing the annual subscription price of the paper | 


to $2.50. Such an increase would be just, businesslike, and in line 
with the practice of the church papers of other denominations.

Because our General Conference elected a national com- 
mission charged with the organization of a national superannuated

7. Coming finally to the attitude of our Boards and Institutions

REPORT OF THE NATIONAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE FOR 
THE QUADRENNIUM ENDING MAY 21, 1920. 


The work of the Executive Committee during the last quad- 
rennium has been greatly increased by special and important develop- 
ments in our denominational life, and we have been called upon to 
make a number of responsible decisions. Our decisions on appeal, 
or through the evolution.of events, have covered three provinces: 
namely questions affecting the general denominational work. ques- 
tions affecting the Million Dollar Campaign, and questions affecting 
our relation with the Interchurch World Movement. 

In the first of these three classes of appeal or inquiry the 
opinions rendered by the President of the General Conference and 


referred to the Committee were mainly interpretations of the law so 
obvious as to require no review. 


In connection with the Forward Movement of the denomination 
the Executive Committee endorsed the decision of the President of 
the General Conference, declaring the Million Dollar Campaign, 
declaring that the official intent of the General Conference at Zanes- 
ville called for the raising of one Million Dollars for our Boards and 
Institutions, in addition to the sums raised through the annual de- 
nominational budgets. The sums raised annually by the conferences 
constituted but a fraction of the fixed budget; and inasmuch as no- 

body could forsee even approximately the aggregate of these irregular 
annual offerings, it was manifestly impossible to fix a clear-cut and 
definite goal or to raise a challenging battle cry. 
And, moreover, the after-shadows of the Great War hung s0 
dark and heavy athwart the land that both the missionary and the 
educational hemispheres of our denominational world had begun to 
realize the need of a Million Dollars, each for itself alone. And, 
therefore, having before us at once the clear mandate of the General 
Conference and the challenge of the great new era that God had — 
given to the world, we joined in the slogan: “ONE MILLION FOR > 
THE MASTER,” And we also endorsed the plan of organization 
which called together the officia] leaders of the denomination, com- 


promising not alone the Forward Movement Commission itself. which

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN MISSIONS, 


Our Lord has left no possible place for doubt as to the burning 
passion of His heart for His Kingdom. As a boy, twelve years of 
age, He must be about His Father’s business. When He gave His 
disciples a formula for prayer, the first petition in it was, “Thy King- 
dom Come.” And finally, when He stood with them on the hills 
outside the Holy City, His parting word was about His Kingdom:— 
“Go yet into all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature.” 

Our beloved Church has not been insensible nor indifferent to 
this passion of our. Lord. From our denominational beginning, we ee | 
have recognized the binding obligations of His parting commission, ; 
and in heart and hand, we have been a Church with a world-gospel. a ae 

In 1872 we began our first foreign mission work. The Island : 
Empire of the East was chosen, under God, as our field, and it isa _ { 
source of interest and pleasure to have as our present Secretary of : 
the Board of Foreign Missions the first male Methodist Protestant ; 
Missionary that ever told the good news of the Gospel to a pagan 
people. From the day that Rev. F. C. Klein, D. D., landed in Japan 
to this glad hour, the great Head of the Church has glorified Himself 
in that enterprise, both by establishing His Gospel there, and by giv- 
ing the Church here a larger vision of the field, a more intensified 
sense of Her duty, and a richer joy in the consciousness of a fuller 
service. From that small beginning years ago, we can count results 
that stimulate our faith, warm our zeal, and confirm our judgment 
2 belief that the great Head of the Church is leading us out into 
| cae corners of the earth with the flaming light of His saving 

For twenty-six years we have had a completely organized mis- 
sion conference in Japan, which is doing the same kind of work that 
we are doing through our home-land conferences. The report of our 
efficient Secretary shows that we now have in this field 43 workers, 
a church membership of over 2,000, and more than 3,000 are enrolled 
in our Sunday Schools. In addition to this, our educational work 
furnishes gratifying results. Our college at Nagoya enrolled last 
year 605 students. This school is taxed beyond its capacity and 
could easily enroll 1,000 students if we had the room. From the 
standpoint of enrollment, this is the largest school within the denom- 
Ination, either at home or abroad. Further, we have the Yokohama 
Night School of English, with an enrollment of 438, and the school 
for the blind at Tokyo, the capital of the Empire, with an enrollment 
of 40. All of these schools are prospering, and are great agencies 
promoting our work. | | 
hen we remember that the first missionary that went, to Japan 
worked seven years before there was one convert; that Carey worked 
in India seven years, and Morrison seventeen in China before their 
labors were rewarded with even one convert-——when we remember all 
this—we have great cause to “thank God and take courage.” Our 
work in Japan has been signally blessed of God; His hand is still 
upon it for good, and larger things for His glory will still come to 
pass in that “Island Empire,” if only the Church will be faithful. 

It is highly gratifying to-us that during the past quadrennium 
our Board has been able to enter two new mission fields—one in 
China; the other in India. _

The duties of the Executive Committee were multiplied in gq 
_ considerable degree by the great war, and among the special enact- 
ments of the Committee was the appointment of a War Time Com- 
mission of the Churches. 
We have no elaborate recommendations for the future. The 
General Conference itself, which is the source of denominational 
authority, should lend that authority to a denominational program, 
at the same time, however, leaving ample room, withal, for that inde- 
pendent initiative which is so essential to the spiritual democracy 
of the Church of Christ. In harmony with this two fold principle 
we recommend that the composite goal of the Church, including 
every factor of increase, should be fixed for the«whole four years 
by the General Conference itself; that all plans for the realization 
of this goal should be made through regular agencies of the church, 
operating through an Executive Council formed on the general lines 
of the Campaign Central Committee; but that this Council should 
function more largely and immediately through the Annual Confer- 
ence, the body to which pastors and churches are directly amenable; 
and, finally, that, for the realization of the financial ends of the de- 
nominational program, all quotas, including General Conference in- 
. terests, annual conference interests and local church expenses should 
form one composite goal, subscriptions being taken one year in 
advance through an every-member canvass. . 
_. We are convinced that such a method of approach and contact 
will not only solve our financial problems but will lift these problems 
from the lower levels of drudgery to the heights that will bring 
to every church the joy of service and the joy of sacrifice. And 
such a plan will release the energies of the church to its true vision. 
_ We must come to the support of our missionary and educational 
institutions all the more liberally. Our colleges and our seminary 
must be endowed more adequately, 
Our Board of Foreign Missions must be enabled to man and 
to master the glorious problems in the Orient.

To the President and Members of the General Conference of the 
Methodist Protestant Church in its Twenty-third quadrennial session. 
Greetngs: | 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society submits to you the 
following report of its work during the quadrennium May 1, 1916 to 
May 1, 1920. 

_ It is the aim of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society to take 
the message of Christianity to the women and children of non- 
Christian lands, and the particular fields in which we have made this , 
attempt are in Japan and China. The fields are very white in India 
and only lack of funds could keep the women of the Methodist Prot- 
estant Church from assuming the support of the work for women 
and children in Dhulia, India, in harmony with the policy of our 
church and with the approval of the Board of Foreign Missions, and 
initial steps have been taken towards co-operative work in this field. 

It is an accepted fact that this work for women and chilren on

From the facts: before 
us, we are convinced that here are fields that will yield rich retuypg 
for our-prayers and money and labor, in the marvelous transforma.

The personnel of our missionaries is a fact to which we refer 
with a deep sense of appreciation. In Christian character, in conse. 
cration to their work, and in ability, they reflect great credit upon 
the church, and upon the cause which they represent. They have 
not only the fullest endorsement of the Board, but the endorsement, 
we are sure, of Him who called them to be His evangels. May God 
bless our missionaries, and may we not cease to pray and give and 
go, till the Gospel has gone to “Earth’s remotest bounds. 


The report of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society for the 
‘quadrennium merits the heartiest applause of the Church. Their re- 
ceipts for the Quadrennium amount to $147,703.77, an increase over 
the previous quadrennium of $60,117.34. Their property holdings in 
mission fields is $105,000; $75,000 being in Japan, and $30,000 in 
China. It is gratifying to know that the Society is out of debt and 
that every department of their: work is prospering. We recognize 
that the women have a large and important part in the mission field, 
and we commend their work to the heartiest support of the Church. 


The Board’s action in sending out a deputation to our different 
mission fields is thoroughly justified, both in the choice of the deputa- 
tion and in the better understanding of the problems of the work, 
which the deputation will bring to the Board and to the Church at 
large. It is further justified by the inspiration and direction which 
the deputation gave to the work and the workers in the mission 
fields. They constituted the living link which was needed to unite 

the Church at home with the Church abroad, and we doubt not that 
an impetus will be derived from the visits of this deputation that 


will set the work perceptibly forward, both at the home base and out 
on the foreign fields. | | 


We commend the Board for taking over the work at Kalgan, 
China, and at Dhulia, India. It is our conviction that these are fer- 


tile fields, and that every possible resource of the Church should be 
used in developing them. eee 


We further give our unqualified endorsement of the Board’s man- 
agement of all the affairs of the Church entrusted to it during the — 
quadrennium, under the splendid leadership of the Secretary, Dr. 
F, C. Klein. Their work has been wise and zealous, and God has 

_used it to His glory in the furtherance of His Kingdom. — 


It is the judgment of your committee that the missionary pYro- 
gram of the Church for the next quadrennium should be enlarged and 
intensified. We have not yet offered to our Lord the spiritual or 


the material resources of the Church for the extension of His King- 
dom. We have done well, 


Our giving has been too stinted, our prayers too faithless, and our 
laborers too few. _It is our hope that the Finance Committee may 
find a way for raising more money for this work; that the Church 
may be more in prayer; and that more workers may be found for 


the field. We particularly challenge the young life of the Church 
to answer the ringing call for laborers to gather for God the fast 
ripening harvest of the world. —

Our Work and Workers. 


In Japan our work is well established.. The emphasis has been 
largely upon Christian education and evangelistic work and our 
schools are overflowing. More buildings and more teachers are 
needed. Miss Olive I. Hodges, Miss Alice L. Coates, Miss Mary Rf, 
Williams and Miss Gertrude Mallett have supervision of this work. 
Miss Viola Wolfe will sail in August to take a position as teacher of 
English in the Yokohama school. The evangelistic work is well or- 
ganized, but needs supervision. We need, and have needed for some 
time, two evangelistic workers and two kindergarten teachers. In 
Japan the need for the following buildings is pressing, a kindergarten 
building, at Hamamatsu, a missionaries’ home and a gymnasium to 
cover government requirements at Yokohama, and a home for mis- 
Sionaries and native workers at Atsuta, the suburb of Nagoya, where 
the Methodist Protestant Church is centralizing its efforts.

Sources of Information. 


While primarily our work was to be considered, it could not be 
separated from the general work of the Kingdom, because questions 
involving all the Christian forces alike arose and could only be dealt 
with by a broad, sympathetic view of all component parts. 


We met missionaries and others in the centers, discussed many 


phases of missionary work, present conditions, attitude of the people, 


4 and other vital considerations, and we read all we could which had 


bearing upon the great subject. 

We held conferences with our Japanese pastors and laymen, and 
had interviews with representative committees, in effort to obtain 
the fullest information possible; and public receptions, visits to 
churches and schools afforded opportunities to preach, deliver ad- 
dresses and offer suggestions, make appeals and give assurances of 
the love, and helpful interest of our American churches. 

Whenever possible we got into touch with assembles of mission- 
aries and Christian workers, as the Woman’s Conference in Shanghia, 
and with individual administrators of large institutions and move- 
ments, as the Union Medical College of Pekin, founded by the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, involving the expenditure of several millions of 


dollars, and the “China for Christ Movement,” and members of the

ence;” and discussed questions of comity and co-operation, which in 
China Fe India are being solved and worth-while results are being 
secured.

March 23rd, and reached our homes the day following, after an

It is well understood that the Japan Mission, having been con- 
ducted nearly forty years, is now well-organized in all its depart- 
ments, and that therefore we were not expecting to suggest any great 
changes in the policy pursued, the plans prosecuted, or the general 
methods of labor followed. | 

We were, however, led to conclusions upon some features of the 
work, and recognized certain imperative needs and necessary improve- 
ments, and these we embodied in a series of recommendations to the 
Board of Foreign Missions, but are of such character as not to re- 
quire them to be set forth in detail in this abridged report.

But the welcome tendered by Dr. Heininger and his estimable 


wife and our Chinese Christians did not differ in its heartiness and 
warmth from that received in Japan, 


As is generally known, seven-eighths of the work so successfully 
conducted in Kalgan and its surroundings by the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society was transferred to the Board of Foreign Missions 
on June 15th, 1919, but none of the Society’s property was included. 
The Mission was purchased by the Society from the American 
Board that had conducted the work for over forty years, but which 
suffered the loss of its buildings in the terrible Boxer uprising of 1900.

India. 


India has been called “The brightest jewel of the British crown.” 
It is divided by languages, castes and geographical lines. : 

Caste is a collection of families or groups claiming common de- 
scent from one ancestor, and following the same occupation. 

“Native rules of caste which a Hindu has to observe relate to 
marriage, occupation, food and foreign travel. Certain kinds of 
food are absolutely prescribed in each caste.” _ | 

‘Hinduism is entrenched in the castes and customs. 

“Buddhism rose in its bosom, but Buddhism has been cast out, 
— and: now centers in Ceylon. Islam invaded and conquered and ruled 
India for hundreds of years, leaving exquisite monuments of its 
architecture and a community of 60,000,000 followers of the prophet. 
But Hinduism and Benares remain the same.” ore 

Now Christianity appeals for a hearing and acceptance, and Hin- 
duism is yielding to its enlightening, uplifting princples and 
agences. | 

Churches, schools, hospitals and other agencies of the Kingdom 
are numerous and are accomplishing great good, and thousands are 
yearly accepting the Christian faith, and the influences at work for 
moral and religious reformation are steadily gaining monentum and 
power, and sweeping over the land. _ : 

“But Hinduism and Mohammedanism seek to protect themselves 
by the most relentless persecutions of any perverts from their re- 
ligious practices.” | | 
_ It should, therefore, be remembered, when considering the num- 
ber of converts from the castes to Christianity that “it is not a 
question of religious conviction, it is a question of forfeiting every- 
thing which seems to make life worth living. The pressure imme- 
dately brought to bear upon any intending pervert must deter al] but 
the most heroic.” 

_ Yet, thousands today are boldly stepping forth to enjoy the 
liberty of the sons of God. brave ostracism and persecution for the 
truth, and ally themselves with the forces which are building a new 
India by changed hearts, lives and service for others. 


History of Our Mission. 


Miss Florence Williams and Miss Mattie Long landed in India 
January 5th, 1903, and went to Dharandaon, and next year, with 
three native girls, they went to Pandita Ramabai’s to study mis- 
sionary work under that wonderful woman, and finally in April, 1906, 
ieey, moved their girl’s school from W. Vasine to Dhulia, its present 

ocation. | 

Meanwhile, Miss Willioms returned to America to raise funds 
among our people in Louisana, and Mississippi, and among their 
friends in Texas and elsewhere, and, upon her return to India, the 
present property was bought April 7th, 1908. They then had twenty- 
five girls, and the mission was an independent one. ae 

- But on May 1st, 1917, the mission property, land and buildings 
and the work was transferred to the Board of Foreign Missions with- 
out any financial consideration. esis b 

The property is now worth $20,000.00, and is not surpassed by 

any mission property belonging to our church. ‘ 
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: 


“Officials make a city, a market makes a town, and all the rest 
are villages,” and all are surrounded by high massive mud walls, 
They called for a teacher for girl’s school, and a Bible woman at 
Chingketa where we have a boy’s school. oe

‘Trip to Outstations. 


Our visit to a number of outstations was novel and interesting, | 
It was necessary to take cots, bedding food, etc., and We arrayed 
ourselves in borrowed winter clothing of sundry kinds and shapes, 
because the intense, penetrating cold to us novices called for such. 

At every point visited we were greeted by curious crowds of 
men and boys who thronged about us, and we lost no opportunity 
to preach to them, and once it was to several hundred out in the 
treet. 

: At Sanlichuan Brother Broomfield baptized a fine young man 
who had his cue cut off and gave it to him, and at Chaikopu Brother 
Klein baptized seven, including a father and two grown sons. 

We met a number of our people who evinced the true spirit of 
hospitality, and not a little curiosity, and voiced appreciation of what 
had been done for them, and in every instance they desired us to 

hold religious services even when hurrying to catch the train home. 

The field has been well covered. the strategic places are occupied, 
the outlying points are connected up, and results are proving the 


efficiency of the general plans followed, but there is much more ter- 
ritory to be entered by our forces. _ tote

Some their heathen parents threw away, others were saved 
from a dreadful life, and some are the children of our own people,

© efficient management, could scarcely be found. There are teachers, 
© Bible women, young women preparing for Christian work, and sev- 
eral widows, making a total of eighty-five souls in the compound. 

The school is up to the Government standard, the 6th, just below 
the High School, and is regularly inspected by the officials, but no 

© government control whatever is exercised. Religious instruction is 
© regularly imparted and the aim is to lead them to accept Christ, and 
» all who have reached the age of accountability have done so. 


Boys’ School. 


The Boy’s School was opened January 19th, 1920, and had thirty 

enrolled on our arrival. A two-story house opposite the mission was © 
rented for a year. The first floor is devoted to class rooms and 
dormitory, and the second floor can be used as a missionary home, 

and has two entrances from the outside. A male missionary is ur-: : 
gently needed. 
_. The grade of the school is from the primary to the 5th standard, 

and has an industrial department for wood work, and other features 

can be added. 


The Settlement. 
| This is the most ambitious project in our missionary enterprise, 
involving, as explained, the grant of one hundred and five acres of © 
land from the Government, the building of a stone church, and later 
the cheap homes of the people to form a village, and to start farm- 
Ing, and the introduction of the more practical trades in the effort 
to make our Christians independent and self-supporting. on 
_ The Government officials are enthusiastic over it, our mission- 
aries are sanguine of its success, and we see in it elements of much 
hope and of far-reaching benefits to the people and to the Kingdom. 
‘There are some fifteen or twenty families who are awaiting the 
opening of the tract. Our men will gather stone, make brick, grind 
lime, and build the church, and erect temporary shacks as dwellings. 
Miss Williams has a very generous gift for the church from a 
hard-working woman in Texas, and is confident she can obtain all 
required for its erection, which will cost about one thousand dollars. 
When completed, the church will be seen from the village from which 
our people were ostracised when they became Christians. one 
The property will be held by the mission and the Board, as the 
Government requires it, and village government, with a head man 
and judge, ete., will be introduced. Great care will be exercised in

Two were ordained by us in the chapel of the main building of 
the mission in Dhulia on Sunday, February 8th, 1920. They are the 
first Indian brethren to be ordained in the Methodist ‘Protestant 
Church. 

Two or three of our pastors speak English very well, and others 
in the mission understand it. A young pastor, just employed, but 
recently completed the course in a training school, and was given 
high commendation by the missionaries in charge. _ 
The three Bible women, and the wives of two pastors who do 
similar work, have had special training, and, under the personal direc- 
tion of our experienced missionaries have become capable workers, 


while six bright young women are preparing themselves for the 


work of taking the Gospel to the women in the Zenanas.

3a 
clusive use of pastors” and known as “Missionary Ammunition,” were 7 
purchased and sent to our pastors. Nothing published in America ; 
has been more informing and stimulating, and they more than Justi. ) 
fied the cost. 

Efforts were made to increase the number of Mission Study. 
Classes, in order to have a better informed and interested constitu- 

 ency. 

To promote definite Missionary education throughout the church, 
a booklet entitled “For the Kingdom” was prepared by the Corre. 
sponding Secretary. It provides a missionary program for the local 
church, the Sunday School, the C. E Society, and for Mission Study, 

_ and was sent out broadcast, under the imprint of two Boards of Mis- 


sions. 


The Campaign 


Following a stirring address by Brother J. Norman Wills, at the 
February, 1917, Board Meeting, our Baltimore pastors were invited 
to meet the Board for a session of prayer and consultation at the 
Annual Meeting in May. A profitable meeting was held and the 
Board members addressed several prayer meetings in Baltimore that 
evening. In May, 1918, the pastors of our Pittsburgh churches wer¢

The properties. are held for the church by an association com- 
posed of all the Methodist Protestant missionaries, and they are 
registered under Government sanction. 


The Board has been compelled to use rented houses as chapels,

Fathers and Brethren: 


The report of the Forward Movement Committee to the General | 
Conference of 1916 and adopted by that body is the charter under 
which the Forward Movement Commission has operated during the 
four years now closing and upon which we desire to report. 

The committee’s report is ‘in three divisions; the first sets forth 
a challenging program for the churches and states the genesis, the 
broad outline and the main objectives of the four-year program; the 
second offers seven definite propositions as essential steps toward the 
ultimate success of the movement; the third is a suggestion of the 
possible scope of the movement in the form of a syllabus of action 
affecting various interests of the church. | | 

The first division of the report of the forward movement com- 
mittee is as follows: oe 

This is an age of progress. New conditions and new prob- 
lems are constantly arising, and the church must meet these 
new conditions by adjusting itself. Old machinery must be dis- 
carded and new adopted, and modern ideas and methods find 
expression. A number of resolutions have come to us, all indica- 
tive of the spirit of progress which seems quite general. 

Our judgment is that we should now launch a great Forward 
Movement Campaign covering four years, that shall challenge 
the entire membership of our church through all our organized 
agencies to move forward in one great advance along all lines 
of Evangelistic, Educational, Missionary, Financial and Social 
Service endeavor. | Oa 

The program contemplated includes the development of a 
new me, coneerted, spirit that shall inspire the church to one

supreme, concerted “forward movement” enterprise; a member- 
ship increase through evangelistic effort; improved financial aims 
and methods; larger student representation in our colleges; an 
increasing number of candidates for the ministry and as mission- 
aries; a social service program.

A meeting 
was called in Pittsburgh, January 21, 1920, attended by thirty-six 

- representatives of the Boards and Institutions of the church. 

After the most careful and prayerful consideration it was de. 
cided “that the movement had assumed such universal shape and 
appeal that it would be unwise for our denomination to refuse to 
co-operate, or even to offer delay.” The evangelistic and steward- 
ship principles of the movement were heartily endorsed and the 
church committed to the five years’ financial program. . 

It is the judgment of your Committee that the General. Confer 
ence should go one step further than it has already gone, and not 
only endorse the movement, but pledge ourselves to co-operate as 
far as practicable. | 

We therefore recommend: 

jl. That the extent of co-operation shall be left to the discre 
tion of the Forward Movement Committee: ee 

2. That we accept the recommendation of the Interchurch 
Executive Committee regarding the Constitution of that Committee 
and elect the three representatives to which our church is entitled. 

__ 3, That we accept the obligations resting upon us in connection 
with the expense of the movement up to May 1, 1921. provided no 
financial obligation is assumed in addition to that already assumed. 

4. That we agree to co-operate with the Interchurch World 
Movement in the follow-up Campaign. 

We offer these recommendations because we believe that the 
Interchurch World Movement has justified itself in every way. lt 
has realized in an unusual way every ideal, save one. It does not § 
seem wise for us, because of a disappointment in this one particular, § 
to withdraw our church from the movement which has already Wor § 
such important results, and which holds for us the hope of a better 
day for the success, prosperity and usefulness of evangelical Chris- 
tianity. Let our motto be “Forward together.” _

The executive secretary. Crates S. Johnson, was elected by the 
General Conference and began his work August 1, 1916. 


(3) The salary and other necessary expenses of this office, 
and incident to the conduct of the campaign, shall be met by 
a levy upon the Boards of Publication, Education, Home Mis- 
_ Slons, Foreign Missions and Young People’s Work, on a basis 
to be determined by the Executive Committee of the General 
The salary of the executive secretary was fixed at $2,000 a year, 
commencing with August 1, 1916, and continuing at that figure until 
August 1, 1918, when it was increased to $2.100, at which figure it 
has remained. The executive secretary maintained an office at 24 
Fifteenth avenue, Columbus, Ohio, for which $12.50 a month has been 
paid until now. Upon coming to Pittsburgh in September, 1918, for 
work in connection with the Million Dollar Campaign, by action of 
the Campaign Central Committee the executive secretary was allowed 
$35 a month “to cover additional expense made by his being in Pitts- 
burgh during the time of the campaign.” 7 
This exvense allowance continued until January, 1920, when it 
was increased to $70 a month. The Pittsburgh expense account 1S 
not a part of the Commission’s expense.

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edition was well received. Had the church known its value in advance 
we believe a larger edition would have been justified. The advance 
~ subscriptions did not justify a larger edition. It contained 176 pages, 
gx9, and a 24-page supplement. The 1919 edition contained 168 pages. 
Its publication was delayed until April, 1919, and this delay affected 
the sale, no doubt. Conferences were late-in meeting on account of 
the influenza epidemic and the reports which were intended for the 
Year Book were held up. This and the fact that the Million Dollar 
Campaign was absorbing so much of our attention were responsible 
for the delay. The 1918 edition was sold out, and approximately 5,000 
copies of the 1919 edition were circulated, most of them sold and some 
were complimentary to pastors. The Executive Committee directed 
that no edition of the Year Book should be published for 1920. Al- 
though both volumes were published at.a financial loss, your secretary 
believes the venture was worth its cost and would like to have the 
church publish a Year Book each year, featuring our denominational 
life and achievements, and with reports and directories.

One objective of the forward movement program was a 25 per 
cent increase in membership in four years. It was thought that a 
~ membership gain would be a natural by-product of a general awaken- 

ing along missionary and educational lines. In addition to this re- 

action special attention was given to the promotion of an evangelistic 
program, with results that are disappointing. The Increase cam- © 
paign proper was launched in the fall of 1919, in connection with the 
follow-up of the Million Dollar Campaign. The main features were: 
1. Mobilizing the intercessory powers of the church through 
the League of Intercessors. 
2. An active and growing Tithers’ League in each church. 
3. A sane, continuous and persistent program of evangelism 
in every church throughout the year. | 
“Outline Studies in Personal Work” was sent in quantities to all 
pastors as they were urged to conduct study classes in personal work. 
“II. Timothy: 2:15,” by Pope, was suggested as a text. a 
“Family Altar Covenant Cards” were used by many pastors for 

enrolling families who would agree to establish family altars. A 

beautiful poster picturing a scene from “Cotter’s Saturday Night” 

was sent to all churches. | 
The two weeks preceding and leading up to Easter were devoted 

to evangelistic services in many churches. Reports were gratifying. 

_ The Interchurch World Movement was adopted at an interboard 
Meeting in Pittsburgh, Japnary 21, 1920, and the Increase campaign 
was merged with this movement. This was easily done, for the lines 

gf action ran closely parallel. The Interchurch carried with It 4— 

financial campaign, which was not involved this year in our own for-

This necessitates the submission of all the facts in each 
case, and reference to the provisions of the law of the church relating 
thereto, as to which a construction is desired. | | 

Property rights must be determined by the manner in which and 
the parties in whom the title is vested, being in general governed by 


_ the Civil Law pertaining thereto, your committee does not deem that 


it is within its province to pass thereon. 


1. As to the question submitted by Rev. John Heim, of the In- © 
diana Conference, relating to the sale of certain church property by 
the Church Extension Society of that conference, property rights are — 
involved which this committee cannot determine; in the absence of 
definite information as fo the manner in which the title was held, 
we cannot even express an opinion. “ 

2, As to the question sumbitted by the President of the Indiana 
Conference, relating to the authority of the Indiana Conference In 
adjusting parsonage property, we must conclude that the action of 
the Indiana Conference, as already taken and as recorded in the min- 
utes of that body, is in harmony with the ethics of the case and with

Historical Statement. 

_ The Board of Young People’s Work was organized at the Pitts- 
burgh General Conference in May, 1908, and Rev. Charles Henry 
Hubbell, D.D., of sainted memory, was elected its first secretary. He, 
with the backing of a good Board, was given the privilege of going 
out and making a place for the Board in the Methodist Protestant 
Church. Money was borrowed to launch the undertaking, and for 
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Day offering. _ And Educational Day, if continued, will become a 
‘nancial success ere long. We are just as anxious about, and have 
B worked just as faithfully for the success of the other special days as 
the success of Rally Day. 


Trained Leaders. 


The paramount need in the field of religious education is trained 


leaders. 
The Christian Endeavor Society as a training school, and the 
Teacher Training Class for the training of Sunday School teachers 
are indispensable in a well-regulated church. , 


The most important work before us touching our Sunday Schools — 
‘is the Teacher Training Work. 
Dr. H. L. Feeman once said: | 
- “Teaching Training is one of the most fundamental and far 
reaching of any of the forms of Christian activity that the church 
is carrying on. It is not spectacular. It is hard. It requires time, 
patience, labor. But it brings returns. Its awards are immediate. 
and also distant. A trained teacher is an assistant pastor and a 
corps of trained teachers is a staff of expert Christian workers. Every 
wise churchman recognizes now that leadership among the members 
of our churches is one of the crying needs. that you can’t get any- 
where in the prosecution of a program without leaders. There is 
no use having organizations without leaders. But, while this fact 
is potent to pastors, so few of the ministry perceive the possibilities 
in Teacher Training to satisfy, at least measurably help satisfy, this 
need of leaders. decay 
Teacher Training has experienced a steady and rapid increase 
in interest and numbers during the last few years. There is a grow- 


ing number of pastors who realize its significance and are putting _ 


the hand to the plow. This number should increase largely and the 
present interest in Teacher Training be multiplied a hundred fold. — 
_ With the task of teaching a Sunday School class is tied up the 
issues of eternity, so this work, like that of the ministry, calls for 
intelligent and consecrated effort. | 


: A Call to Service. 
The needs as revealed by the Interchurch survey have lead to 
the suggestion that the Protestant churches of America increase the 
Workers directed by their Young People’s Boards until they have in © 
the field at least one paid worker for every ten thousand enrolled in- 
the Sunday schools.

was sent to every pastor in the denomination for the purpose of gath- 


ering correct, up-to-date statistics from all our Sunday schools and 


C. E. Societies. The replies are still coming in, but the statistics 
thus gathered are so incomplete that it is useless to give them. 
The best statistics we have show that there are enrolled in our 
Sunday schools about 198,700, making an increase of about 7,420 for. 
the quadrennium | | 
There are about 900 Christian Endeavor Societies with about 
20,000 members. This department must have better statistics. and 


it is proposed to follow this up with the pastors until correct statisics

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REPORT OF BOARD OF MANAGERS OF HOME FOR AGEp 
METHODIST PROTESTANTS, WEST LAFAYETTE, OHIO 


The Executive Committee of the General Conference, at its meet. 
ing held in Columbus, Ohio, July, 1916, authorized the establishment 
of a Home for Aged Methodist Protestants, in the buildings formerly 
occupied by West Lafayette College, West Lafayette, Ohio. _ 

Reverends C. E. Sheppard, W. C. Harger, EK. T. Howe, M, p 

Stover and J. C. Broomfield, along with H. A. Sicker and J. S, Pier. 
pont, were appointed a Board of Managers for the proposed Home. 

The first meeting of the Board was held at West Lafayette, De- 
cember 1, 1916. The Board organized by electing J. C. Broomfield, 
President; C. E. Sheppard, Vice-President; M. R. Stover, Secretary, 
and Harvey A: Sicker, Treasurer. In the meantime the Board of 
Education had arranged with Mrs. C. P. Allar, a widow of one of §& 

mn the former ministers of the Muskingum Conference, to occupy the 

es - dormitory, an eight-room dwelling house, and to act as temporary | 
matron. On November 1, 1916, Mrs. Moore, of New Lexington, 
Ohio, arrived at West Lafayette, and notified Brother Sicker that she Wy 
had come to help establish the proposed Home. She was immediately § 
accepted as its first member, and her initial gift was $500. — 

In May, 1917, Mr. and Mrs. Harry, of Pennsville, Ohio, were 
received into the Home. Mr. Harry died the following August. 

In October of the same year Miss Orand, of Tiffin, Ohio, and in 
October, 1918, Mrs. Fry, of Steubenville, Ohio. and Mrs. Holtz of 
Tiffin, Ohio, were received. Owing to lack of room no others have 
been admitted. 

At the meeting of the Board of Managers, held on March 30, 
1917, the Constitution and By-Laws of a number of Homes for the 
Aged were considered, and the President was authorized to formulate 

a Constiuttion and By-Laws for the Home, for consideration at the 
next meeting. | | | 

Shortly after this the President visited the Methodist Protestant 
Church Home at Westminster, Md., and, after studying the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws in force there, decided to recommend a like Con- 
stitution and By-Laws for the Home at West Lafayette, Ohio. 

On June 28, 1917, the third meeting of the Board of Managers 

was held at Columbus, Ohio. The President presented the Consti-

the services of an attorney to arrange for the incorporation of the 
Home, and to correct the Constitution and By-Laws so as to meet the -

. “On June 25, 1918, the incorporation of the “Home for Aged q 

Methodist Protestants” was effected, with Manuel R. Stover. Charles | 
K. Sheppard, Elbert T. Howe, J. C. Broomfield, and Harvey A. Sicker. J

corporation. 

“The purpose for which said corporation is formed is not for

REPORT OF THE WOMAN'S HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
From May 1, 1916, to May 1, 1920. 


To the President and Members of the General Conference of 
the Methodist Protestant Church—the Woman’s Home Missionary © 
- Society beg to leave to submit the following report of the last four 
years of our work. | 

The last.General Conference held in Zanesville, Ohio, May, 1916, 
changed the relation of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society and 
made it one of the independent organizations of the church. The 
purpose of this organization is to unite the workers of the M. P. 
Church in efforts to promote the organized work of Missions through- 
out our church and country; to present the needs of the Mission 
fields and to plan the means by which we can meet those needs. The 
Society is chartered and consists of the General Executive Board, Con 
ference Branches, and Auxiliaries in the local churches. 


The particular interests of this Society are to educate the Moun- 
taineers, to teach and train the Foreign children in the City slum 
district, to help provide a Home for orphaned children and to pro- 
mote plans and provide education and training for the Negro boys 
and girls.

The Work Among the Mountaineers. 


When we first organized our work at Shoulder Blade, Kentucky. 
in 1908, it was hoped to locate at that point, but later we were 
offered a 40 acre plot of ground and two cottages at Pine Ridge, 
and so decided to put up a building for a school at that place in- 
stead. Accordingly, a two-story building was erected containing 
four well lighted rooms, a chapel, three class rooms, with basement 
suitable for a manual training department.

It is a privilege and a pleasure to submit the eighth quadrennial | 
report of the Board of Home Missions. This report will cover the 
period beginning May ist, 1916, and ending April 30th, 1920. I 
think I may be pardoned, if in this introductory word, I refer to 
the fact that I have been permitted to serve the church as Secretary © 

¢f the Board of Home Missions longer than any of my predecessors 
have done. At the time of his resignation, Rev. Benj. Stout, D.D. 
had served as Secretary a little less than eight years and ten months. 
i§ now nine years, three months and twenty days since I was 
onored by being called to this position. 

Necessarily during this period the work has been largely of a 
very intensive and conservative character. You will recall that this 
oard was heavily involved in debt as shown by the report to the 
eneral Conference held in Baltimore in 1912.

have no one else to minister to them. Only those who know the 
degradation, the misery and crime of this neighborhood can _ap- 
preciate the work accomplished by those who have responded to this 
imperative call for service.

(hundreds of copies having been distributed). is but to obey the 
voice of the Master. A follow-up system is employed when families 
move to another locality, and the Social worker gets in touch with 
the local pastor of the community and urges attendance at both 
Sunday School and Church... But why strive to win these Foreign 
children? There are twenty-six million foreigners in America who 
have alarmed us by their ignorance of the English language and 
customs. It is through the children we have an avenue of approach 
to teach them individual liberty and spiritual and national ideals, 
and to give to them a Christian foundation. Theodore Roosevelt 
_said, “We Americans can only do our alloted task well, if we face 


it steadily and bravely, seeing, but not fearing the dangers.” And 


yet another Winthrop Talbot says, “To end slavery of the mind, to 
promote mutual understanding in the service of each for all, and 
all for each, is our gospel of Americanism, the faith that is in us.” 


In winning these little ones to Christ new dignity and power

In our Southern Conferences there is a ery for better educational 
facilities, and we would emphasize the need of giving the negro boys 


and girls, full share of local and national funds, as an obligation and 


necessity for National welfare, and urge the necesity of our Boards 
in providing schools for the education of those of our denomination. 


We feel an obligation rests upon the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society, particularly in regard to the Lockhart School, Texas. The 
Colorado-Texas Branch has made an especial effort to raise funds 
and purchase a site for a school at a cost. of $1,200.00. Several of 
our secretaries and pastors have visited the town and. reported favor- 


ably after careful investigation and we owe them both encouragement 
and our support. 


Our work has been particularly encouraging this year, more 
auxiliaries having been organized, largest increase of membership 
on record, and over two-thirds of our Branches having gone “over 


the top” in the making up of their quotas. Our membership now 
numbers 2050. 


Special comntendation should be accorded: North Carolina, 
Maryland, Muskingum and Pittsburgh Branches for the splendid 
work accomplished this year. As an organization, we have en- 

deavored to develop the study of the Stewardship program inaugu- 

rated by the Interchurch World Movement and have organized the 
“Reading Contest” wherever possible, which has been a source of 
fresh inspiration and new life, and undoubtely leads to definite de- 
cisions In tithing and life service. We owe much to the strong, ef- 
ficient leadership of our Campaign Executive Secretary, whose keen, 
discerning guidance in every form of activity has been an incentive

New work has been opened at Quinton, Oklahoma. Our people 
organized the first church in that growing town. but for lack of 
proper administration it failed to command the situation which its 
early establishment ought to have made possible. Believing that 


there was an opportunity for real service the Board placed one of. 
its men in the town and with a limited expenditure of funds, has 


developed what promises to be a very successful church. | 

New work has been begun in. Fort Worth, Texas. This great 
and rapidly growing city is a very inviting field. It is underchurched 
and we have what promises to become a fine development in that 
city.

dorsed by this Board. Since we hold the title to the property the 
church could only negotiate a loan of this character with our endorse- 
ment. The interest notes have all been met at maturity, and $200 
was paid on the principal on February 1, 1920. The Board of Home 
Missions proposed to this congregation that it would cancel its note 


for $1,000 against the church on condition that the church would 
raise and pay the remainder of the indebtedness previous to May 


1, 1920. This proposition has now lapsed. Any further plan along 


this line will necessarily be referred to the new Board. 


COOLEDGE, TEXAS—tThe church at Cooledge, Texas, has com- 


pleted the payment of its loan of $400 allowed for building purposes. 
Iam glad to say that this loan was paid promptly, and in full. 


TAYLOR MEMORIAL, PHILADELPHIA—A loan of $1,000

SEATTLE, WASHINGTON, FIRST CHURCH—It hardly seems —

I repeat what was said four years ago in 
regard to the property. It is a beautiful, well equipped modern 
church, built and paid for by the proceeds of the sale of the old 
down town property.

We are quite sure that the Conference will be 
pleased with this detailed explanation of the loans outstanding and 
obligations held by the Board of Home Missions. 


THE FINANCIAL SITUATION—Since the finances of the Board 
of Home Missions have been so prominently in the minds of the 
leaders throughout the entire church during the last three quadren- 
niums, perhaps it will be well to answer the questions in the minds 
of the members of the General Conference before we proceed further 
The indebtedness reported to the General Conference of 1916 
was $33,556.33. On May 1, 1920, the Board of Home Missions was 
free from debt, except a small loan of $610 which was not yet due, 
but which has since been paid. Thus the Board of Home Missions 
had planned its work to liquidate this entire indebtedness within | 
the closing quadrennium without the Million Dollar Campaign Fund 
receipts, and would have accomplished its purpose. The church 
at large will never know how much it owes to the members of this 
Board. men who have not hesitated to give of their own time, and 
wb enthusiasm and personal credit in order to accomplish this 
result.

COLUMBUS, OHIO, FIRST CHURCH—This church has been 
making a Slow, but steady development. The membership is not

says we have one of the two best organized Sunday Schools in the 


city of Columbus. The real problem here is to secure the active 
co-operation and interest of the community. This accomplished, and 


the future of the church is assured. Substantial progress is being 
made in this direction, 


GRACE CHURCH. COLUMBUS—Reference has already been 


made to the work of this church, in connection with the report on 


the loan account. Only this further word needs to be said. The | 

membership here is about 500; the Sunday School enrolls 880. there 
are three Christian Endeavor Societies, and all ‘the other organiza- 
tions of the average successful church. The property costing nearly 


— $25.000 is out of debt. The church is paying the pastor a salary of 


$2,000 and renting a house for him. Plans are being considered for 
a substantial addition to the church for an auditorium and Sunday- 
school rooms. The matter of buying or building a parsonage is 


being discussed. 


WEST LANE AVENUE, COLUMBUS—This church presents 


its own problems. It is situated in what has been termed “the 
twilight zone” just on the edge of the city. When the church was 


located there, the suburban village was growing, and mostly of white 


- people. Later. the Ohio State University bought additional land ad- 


joining the village for experimental work, the traction company de- 


cided to not proceed with plans for providing better transportation 


facilities, some of the better class of white people moved away, and 

their places were filled by colored people, the only factory was moved 

to another part of the city and the place has ceased to grow. 
However, there is still a very important field of service, and one~ 


which ought to succeed. At the present time the work to be done 


is identical with the work being done in many rural towns. There 


“are many market gardeners living near by. and small truck farmers. 


The nearest church is about a mile away and has not been successful, 


being neglected in regard to pastoral supply. But the difficulty in 


the way is that of securing the co-operation of this farming commu- 


nity. The present pastor is working along these lines, but has not 


met with a great degree of success. Under existing circumstances, 
this is the one opportunity as I see it for the success of this church. 


FRANKFORT, INDIANA—This church is still making progress. — 
There is still a heavy debt, which the Board of Home Missions er 
urged should be paid. We hold a note against the church of oer 
which we have agreed to donate as our part of the payment 0 e 


indebtedness. Plans have been considered for the elimination of 


ti ial ¢ ter 
this handicap, but up to this time nothing of a substantial charac 
has been re ly The membership is 233; the revised Sunday school 


‘roll is 164; there are 40 members in the Young F eople’s Society of

ASHEVILLE, NORTH CAROLINA—This church is no 
rapidly to its membership. Asheville is a city of ars awe 2 ae 
than almost any other North Carolina city, due to the fa 
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property, and after careful consideration the Board of Home Mis- 
sions directed the purchase of three lots to be used as the site of 
the church to be built there at some future time. A price has been 
given to the Board of Education for the property, and the matter is 
under consideration. There is no more desirable place for a church | 
building in the University View district than the lots which we own. 


Last fall it became necessary to erect a parsonage for the pastor 
in that field. For two years the pastor had lived a long distance 
from the church in another community, and his work was seriously 
hindered by that fact. There was no place to rent, and there was 
a real necessity that the pastor live in the community. There seemed 
to be no other solution of the problem, so your Board decided to 
build a parsonage on one of the new lots purchased. This has been 
completed and is now occupied by the pastor. The people are de- 
lighted with this new move on the part of the Board, and nothing 
has given us better standing in the community. The house is modest 
containing only such conveniences as are really necessary to the 
eomfort of the family of the minister. The cost of course is greatly 
in excess of what such a house could have been constructed for a few 
years ago. 7 
A new church building is necessary in the very near future at | 
this place. The Sabbath school now crowds every foot of space 
in the entire building, and there is no room for growth. The future 
church must be built largely from the Sabbath school. The con- 
- gregation will not be able to contribute largely to this enterprise, 
but will go the limit, and mortgage the future to secure the building 
demanded. Two or three years ago $15,000 would have met the 
situation. Today it will require not less than $25.000 to meet the 
actual need. The Board has made a proposition to appropriate half 
of $15,000. A definite recommendation will be passed on to the new 
Board concerning this important field. | 


SEA VIEW, SEATTLE—This is a new name on our rolls. At | 
the annual meeting of the Board in 1918, Dr. Sheridan and the Sec- 
retary of the Board were appointed to visit Seattle, and study the 
situation in reference to our work in that city. Much good was done 
by this visit we believe, and this new mission was one of the results 
of our stay of ten days in Seattle. The lot selected has a fine out- 


look over the community, and the Pudget Sound, from which the .: 


name Seaview is derived. The lot was purchased and the chapel 
erected without expense to the Board, and the deed has been placed 
In our. hands. The present value of the property is not less than 
$5,000, and I doubt if it can be replaced for that money. The salary 
of the pastor has been paid largely by the Board, but the congregation 
of 42 now pays at the rate of $300 per year. and meets all the local 


expenses. Much credit is due Rev. L. B. Smith. who at that time — 


was pastor of the First Church for the development of this new mis- 
sion. It is a matter of regret to the Board that he did not remain 
longer in Seattle. The needs at Seaview should be met. First the 
pastor should have a comfortable home at or near the church. Sec- 
ond, the chapel must be enlarged or a new church built. A restudy 


of the field should be made before the final decision as to building 
is made. 


OLD LOTS—The Board holds title to the original Ravenna 
lots. and has offered them for sale. The prices which could now 
be secured are lower than we have been willing to take for them. 
They are not in the most desirable part of the district however, 
and the improvements have not been made. The financial interests 


are being considered, and these lots will be sold as soon as it seems 
to be wise to do so. 


The old Yesler lots have been sold on contract, the final payment 
being due July 1, 1920. 
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church has been enlarged, and is still too small. 
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the east and west line leading from Hope, Arkansas, to Ardmore, 


Oklahoma. It is the end of the division, and repair shops are located 
here. It 1s an important county seat town with a present population 
of about 10.000. The railroads cut the town into four unequal parts. 
The southwestern part of the town is the part in which our church 
‘; located, and we have almost entire responsibility for that section. 
Our present membership at Hugo is 124. the largest number, I think, 
which we have ever enrolled. We have a Sunday school enrollment 
of 200, a Christian Endeavor Society of 65, and a Junior of “15. The 

Three splendid 
churches are in process of construction in Hugo at the presait time, 
and very soon our people must build if we are to serve the commu- 


nity alloted to us as well as we ought to do. We have a fine corner 


150 by 200 feet, making abundant room to enlarge the parsonage, 
and build a complete modern church plant. When it is done, the Board 
will be called upon for substantial assistance. We believe that this 
point is strategic, and that we should invest here for future devel- 
opment of our work in that section of the state, and of the church 


COMANCHE, OKLAHOMA—This is also one of the older olde 


of the southwest. Mistakes have been made here which have limited 
the development of our work. At the present time there is a prom- 


ising oil development leading up to the town and the population is 


increasing. The present membership is 40, five of whom were re- 
ceived a few weeks ago. Others are in prospect. and we hope that 
this church will soon reach a real development. Your Board is keep- 
ing a good man on the field in order to maintain our standin 


in the 
community, and make success possible.

IDABEL, OKLAHOMA~—lIdabel is the next County seat east of 
Hugo and is a growing town. Drouth in that section hindered the 


- development somewhat within the last quadrennium, and our mem-. 


bership at Idabel is not quite as large as it was four years ago. How- 
ever, the church is doing better work than it has ever done before, 


and has taken on an air of permanency. A new church and parson- 


age. and a new location just a little nearer the main street in that 
part of town, would make our success more certain. Plans looking 
to this end are under consideration at the present time. oe 

HAWORTH. OKLAHOMA—tThis is a town a few miles from 
Idabel, and is in the center of a Methodist Protestant community. It 
has been given some care and oversight by your Board. There are 
no immediate demands at Haworth except the assurance of proper 
pastoral care. This has been just a little hard to secure with the 
Shortage of ministers. and demands from other fields, but we hope 
there will be less trouble in the future in this respect. 


PARIS, TEXAS—We are very glad to report that we have been 
fortunate in securing a good church building in Paris. After the 
great fire we purchased a desirable lot, and erected a neat brick 
veneer structure. But the foundations were not well laid, and the 
building damaged greatly. While we were debating the best course 
to pursue, two Methodist Episcopal churches decided to combine, and 
we were able to get what I believe to be the best church location in 
east Paris at a price which is less than half what it would cost to 
build such a church today. It is a substantial brick building, with 
basement. lecture room, and a number of class rooms for Sunday 
ot work, built in 1906. We hope to secure a good cut of the 


church to show the fine plant we have in that city. Our membership — 
P not large, but is growing slowly. Paris is the best town on the. 


risco between Fort Smith and Dallas, and is a place of strategic 


Value to us as a denomination. 


SAN ANGELO. TEXAS—This Board has been working in San 
Angelo fof a number of years. This city is located in the semi-arid 
section of the state, and depends largely upon the stock growing in- 
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being a health resort. People come to Asheville from all sections 
of the country expecting to return to the places from which they 
came as soon as health has been recovered. Not many of them ex- 
pect to remain permanently in Asheville. There are people who have 


been in the city for many years who stil] retain church membership | 


in the old home. But our church is strategically located, and has a 
fine standing in the city. A comfortable parsonage adjoining the 
church has been added during the pastorate of Rev. T. M. Johnson, 
D.D., and is being paid for in installments which are being met as 
they become due. Our present membership is 108, our Sunday school 
enrollment about 150, with good Christian Endeavor Societies. 


~ KANSAS CITY, KANSAS—At the time this report is being writter 
there are so many contingencies concerning this field that I do not 
know just what to report. There has been a proposition to combine 
our three churches in that city and secure a new location near the 
University. This matter has been under discussion for several 


months. The People’s Church agreed to the transfer of their inter- | 


ests either alone or as part of the new organization. On a vote of 
the congregation, the Gordon Place Church decided against merger 
and transfer. The Chelsea congregation was unwilling to move as 
far from their present location as the University people thought 


would be necessary in order to accomplish what they hoped to ac- 
complish by the removal. It now seems as if the small part of the 


Peoples Church which can be carried to the University will be the 
neucleus of the new organization. That Gordon Place will continue 
to serve as much of the community as it can command at the present 
location. And that Chelsea will move several blocks south. carrying 
about all of its present membership, and opening up a work in a 

new addition to the city. In the judgment of the secretary, Gordon 
Place should move to a new location not far from which it is now 
located, but far enough away to get out from under the dominating 


influence of the negroes who are rapidly filling up that section of — 


4 the city. 


~ KEOKUK. IOWA—This church has not made the progress in the 


last quadrennium that we had reason to expect would be made. Local _ 


differences between the company operating the great power plant and 
the leading men of the city have lead to a condition which is hard 
to explain. It appears that the company declines to supply power 
for Keokuk, preferring to transmit it to St. Louis and elsewhere at 
great distances to developing a local market.. The small factories 
upon which the town had largely depended for its support have felt 


the keen competition of recent years, and business conditions have 


been very bad in Keokuk. This has resulted in a diminishing popu- 
lation, with increasing difficulties for a small new church. However, 
conditions are healthy in our church there, and. with increasing popu- 
lation in the city, the church will become self-supporting very soon. 

There are no debts on the property. the obligation for funds. advanced 
by the Board having been cancelled by direction of the General Con- 
ference four years ago. The local indebtedness has all been met. 


The present membership is 173, with 120 in the Sunday school, and 
49 in the Christian Endeavor Society. 


_ HUGO, OKLAHOMA—This is one of the older fields of the Board 
in the Southwest. We should remember that work in this section 
of the church is real mission work. and that we must not expect to 
raise up strong self-supporting churches as quickly as it is done in 
the older sections of the country. Oklahoma is a new state, and 
the pioneer conditions have not all been brought up to well-settled stan- 
dards, People are moving in and moving out, the same restless spirit 
which brings many from their eastern homes soon calls them farther 
west. Hugo is strategically located for our work in Southeastern 
Oklahoma. It is at the crossing of the main line of the Frisco, with 
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the community, some one else would take over 
to do the work which we had organized and begun to develop. 

We have a splendid property erected at a cost of a little more 
than $50,000. This was at least $10,000 more than it was expected 
to cost, but competent builders have assured us that we have a build- 
ing that could not be duplicated for less than $60,000. Less than 
this would not save the field. 

The Board made an appropriation of $10,000 for this building 
and the Indiana Conference, $5,000. The congregation is to provide 
$95,000 on the original plan in expectation that the building could 
be erected and furnshed for $40,000. The details as to the balance 
in cost have not been worked out, but some thing must be done 
to take care of the remainder of that debt. The Board has taken 
title to the property, and financed the building operations. 


'JNITY—The church is well located but has only a small mem- 


Is not yet fully developed, but we

The Board assists in the payment of salary at this point, and 
purchased the lot adjoining the present property with the expectation 
that it shall be used by the congregation when a new building is 
erected. Additional room is now needed to care for the growing 
Sabbath school, but the Board could not finance another building in 
Indianapolis until Villa Avenue was completed and the indebtedness 


arranged for. Additional Sabbath school room should be provided 
here within the next year if possible. © : 


MANSUR PARK—This field has had some peculiar experiences. 
The most dangerous development from our point of view is the pres- 


sure of the Negro population. When this church was located, it was | 
thought that there were restrictions which would prevent this dis- 


trict from becoming- a Negro quarter, but the restrictions did not 


hold, and our church here is being seriously hindered by this fact. 
It has been suggested that this Board take over the property and 
establish a Negro church here under its control. and locate the con- 
gregation elsewhere. The matter is being considered. but no deci- _ 
sion has been reached. However, it was evident to us that the pres- 

ent location was not now promising for a white church and the Board 
ordered the purchase of a site some six or seven squares away with 
the idea of colonizing the present Mansur Park congregation, and 


establishing the work in‘that section. 


The lotes have been bought and paid for by the Board, but 
nothing further has been done for reasons noted above. As soon as 
finances can be arranged it is our judgment that a building of some 
sort should be erected on these lots and the Mansur Park work trans- 


ferred to the new location at 30th and Ethel streets. Your Board 


of Home Missions would like the judgment of this General Confer- 


ence in regard to the wisdom of opening a work for Negroes in the 
old church. 


DETROIT, MICHIGAN—“Detroit the Beautiful” has become 
Detroit the wonderfully busy automobile city, and 1s reported to be 
the most rapidly growing city in the United States. It now holds 
fourth place among our cities. being exceeded in population only by 

ew York, Chicago and Philadelphia, and is striving anxiously for 
third place among our American cities. There were those who be- 
lieved Detroit would surpass Philadelphia during the closing decade, 
but this has not been accomplished. However, Detroit 1s well over 
the line of a million people, and is growing by leaps and bounds. 

ince. we are not in the advertising business we will not say more, 
and only introduce these facts in order to show how necessary it 1s 
that churches be built to help’ save the people who are coming here 
i a rush for work and business. 
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terests for its support and development. The protracted drought of © 


- three years turned prosperous ranches into sand hills, and San Angelo 


suffered severely. The question of abandoning our work there, or 
guaranteeing support of the pastor while he remained and minis- 
tered to the people was presented to our Board. We believe you will 
approve our decision to keep the minister on the field. Conditions 
are better now, and we are slowly recovering from the effects of that 
iong dry season. Our neat chapel needs some improvement to make 
it just what it ought to be for our work, and the Board has only 
- delayed the matter because there ‘were other demands more pressing. 


FORT WORTH, TEXAS—This is a new work in a city where 
work has not been before undertaken by our church. Fort Worth 
is one of the most important cities of Texas. It is the city from 
which the great oil developments in north Texas are being handled. 
It is the railroad center of that part of the state, having seventeen 
trunk lines entering the city. It is the packing house city of the 
southwest, being second only to Kansas City and Chicago in this in- 
dustry. It has many and varied manufacturing interests and is 
destined to become a very much more important city. Its population 
is increasing by leaps and bounds, and the only question is as to our 
ability to finance our work on the scale which present conditions in 
this city seem to demand. 


- A very fine location has been secured in the south part of the. 
city and a neat chapel erected. We have 58 members, a Sunday school 
enrollment of 70, and a very promising outlook. The title to the 
lots is being held by the Board as explained in another section of 
this report. A new building must be erected in the very near future 
if we are to hold the community in which our property is located, 
and the building must be such as will impress itself upon a commu- 
nity where the residences are worth from $10,000 to $25,000, and the 
land values run from $80 to $100 a front foot. It has been the policy 
of the Board to get the best locations and do something worth while 
in a smaller number of places, rather than to spend a little money 
everywhere, and ‘have nothing substantial to show anywhere. This 
is our biggest venture in the southwest, and success here will give 
our work an inspiration which it never will get without the estab- 
lishment. of a church in such centers of population. 


BERWICK, PENNSYLVANIA—As noted in another section of — 
this report, the work at Berwick has been reopened. The church prop- — 
erty has been put into good repair, a good man has been put in charge 
of the work, and we expect now to build up a good congregation in 
that important and growing city. We have a church membership of 
21, a Sabbath school enrollment of 190, with an average attendance 
of 122 for March, and the indications are good for a successful work. 


INDIANAPOLIS, INDIANA. VILLA AVENUE—For a number | 
of years the Board of Home Missions has recognized’ the strategic — 
importance to the denomination of the city of Indianapolis, the cap- 
ital of Indiana. We have been unable to undertake the work which 
we believed should be done on account of a lack of funds. 


At the annual meeting on May 8-9, 1919, a very definite program 
was developed for our work :in that city. The most important item, 
was assistance in the erection of a complete modern church on the 
corner of Woodlawn and Villa avenues on lots already secured by 
the Villa Avenue congregation. This was not a good time to build, 
but the situation demanded action if we were to save our\ opportu- 
nity. The Secretary of the Church Federation of the City of In- 
_ dianapolis reported to us that there were more than four thousand 
people, very largely Protestant, and almost entirely white in the 
district which ought to be served by that church. Other churches 
were attracted to the section by the aggressive appeal which our 

pastor had made, and, unless we made a very definite effort to serve 
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propriation from this Board since that time. The church is doing 


fne work, but has been seriously handicapped by debt. The aed 


has made a proposition to cancel a mortgage which it holds against 
this property, provided the entire indebtedness is paid. We have 
notice that the congregation will meet our challenge. 


FOURTH CHURCH—We have an application for assistance in 


building at this place. This is one of the historic churches in the 
city of Pittsburgh. For many years it was strong and flourishing, 
but a change In population ushered in days of difficulty. The Negroes 
crowded in on one side of the church and the Italians and Slavs on 
another. The constituency. of the church began to seek homes else- 


wealth. 


The remnant of the congregation decided to sell the property 
and seek a new location. This was done, and what seems to be a very 
desirable church site has been secured at Frankstown and Murtland 
avenues. This is paid for and a frame tabernacle has been erected 
on the lots. But the congregation is not able to build the kind of 
church which is necessary to command the respect and confidence of 


where, and the congregation became greatly reduced in numbers and — 


This raises another question of policy. Is it the judgment of the 
General Conference that the Board of Home Missions should assist 
in building under circumstances like this. The congregation cannot 
meet the situation without help. A new church must be built very 


soon, or the congregation will dwindle and ultimately die. With 


limited assistance, a good building can be erected, and a congrega- 
tion developed which can minister to a splendid community. _ 
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HANCOCK, MICHIGAN—The Board of Home Missions holds — 


title to a small, poorly-located, poorly-equipped building in this im- 
portant little city in the Calumet district of Michigan. Hancock is 
perhaps two hundred miles from the main body of the Michigan Con- 
ference, having only two churches nearby in the Northern Peninsula 
of Michigan. The church at South Range is unfinished, and in poor 


repair, with no regular services being held. The church at Laurium— 


is only a small frame chapel and is also in poor repair. The Board 


directed the secretary to place the Hancock property on the market, | 
but the president of the Michigan Conference requested. that the mat-_ 


ter be deferred until the conference should have time to formulate 


@ policy with reference to work in the copper mining district. As 
Soon as this policy shall have been decided, proper action will be taken 


by the Board. 


CHARLOTTE, NORTH CAROLINA—This church became a part 
of our program in 1916. A loan of $2,000 was made on the ten pay- 


lent plan, and an appropriation was made to assist in the support 


of the pastor. : We have a neat church property at Charlotte, fairly 
well located, and the congregation is doing good work. This work is 
being assisted by the Board of Home Missions jointly with the Board 
of Church Extension of the North Carolina Conference. _ 

WEST END, GREENSBORO, NORTH CAROLINA—At the 
Annual Meeting in 1918, a loan appropriation on the ten-payment 
plan of $1,000 was ordered for this new work, and a small appropri- 


ation for the salary of the pastor. The work is developing very 


nicely, and gives promise of becoming a successful church. #« 


_ BIRMINGHAM, ALABAMA—This church is no longer a bene- 
ficiary of the Board of Home Missions so far as the salary of the 
pastor is concerned. We have a conditional pledge of $500 to be 
paid when it will cancel the last indebtedness on the property. All 
indebtedness on the church property has been cancelled. We have 
een given notice that this appropriation will be claimed in the near 


future. The debts shoud be cleared away on this property. We now 
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We have two small churches in the city, just a beginning, but a 
very promising beginning. bint 

FIRST CHURCH—This church must change from its present 
location. A very desirable site has been selected and is being paid 
for by the congregation and the Michigan Coriference. The confer- 
ence is undertaking to do the heroic in the establishment of our 
work in that city. We are being asked to make substantial appro- 
priation for building purposes and also to assist in the support of a 
pastor at First Church. 


HARGAR MEMORIAL—As the name would indicate, this church 
is named for the former president of the Michigan Conference, and 
pastor of the First Church. Dr. Hargar assisted in selecting the | 
location for this church, and was greatly interested in the develop- 
ment. Here we have what seems to be a good location, with lots 
purchased and paid for by the local people and the Michigan confer- 
ence. | 3 


We are making a small appropriation for the salary of the pas- 
tor in this field and are being asked to assist in the erection of a 
suitable building to take place of the chapel which is crowded to the 
doors, and is inadequate for the demands of the community. 

It has been the judgment of your retiring Board of Home Mis- 
sions that it was good policy as a business proposition to establish 
two or more churches at a time in cities of this character, where we | 
do not already have a strong organization. It gives prestige and 
encouragement to the work. i. 

This General Conference through the appropriate committee may 
desire to give advice on this particular policy. 


PHILADELPHIA, PENNSYLVANIA. TAYLOR MEMORIAL— 
_ We only refer to this church in order to say that our confidence has 
been justified, and this church is rapidly becoming one of the strong- 
est churches of the Maryland conference. The original building plan 
has not yet been completed, and the Sabbath school is too large to be 
properly cared for with the equipment provided. An application is 
pending for an appropriation for building purposes. The church can 
vo forward alone, but it needs the additional equipment for its best 
‘work, and the congregation does not think itself equal to building 
what the demands of the community require.  &— | 

Here is another matter of policy on which the General Confer-

EMANUEL—Reference has already been made to this mission 
in another section of this report, but we mention it here because it 
is to be one of the very important enterprises before the new Board 
and the church at large during the next few years.

At the 
present time it is proposed to erect a part of plan at an expense of 
approximately $30,000.

ATLANTA, GEORGIA—There have been informal applications 
asking for help to establish our work in that city, but nothing has 


been done on account of lack of funds, and the difficulty in securing 
suitable men for work of that character. 


TRINITY, BALTIMORE—This is one of the new missions es- 
tablished by the Maryland Conference Board of Church Extension. 
The Board of Home Missions appropriated $1,000 to this enterprise 

MAGNOLIA, ARKANSAS—This Board gave some assistance at 
Magnolia when the church was built. For several years some of 
our leaders have believed that this church should be made a station 
with full time service. The Board of Home Missions has consented 
to make an appropriation to assist in the support of a suitable man, 
but up to this date the right man has not been discovered for this 
work. We thought we had a man from the Presbyterian Church who 
could do the work, and was willing to bring his membership. His 
reommendations were good, his standing seemed to be all right, but 
the people: there were not willing to receive a man who was not 
originally a Methodist Protestant. This is only one of the difficulties 
we have had in trying to arrange this work. We hope yet to find the 


: right man, and to put the church on the highway to success. 


CORSICANA, TEXAS—tThe Board of Home Missions thought it 


» has established a successful work in this important little southern 


city, when some years ago it turned it over to the Texas Conference 
as a finished piece of work. But for some reason the church has not 
kept pace with the demands of the community and other churches 
have grown strong while our church has lost in membership, wealth, © 
and prestige. 

This Board has applications for assistance from Corsicana, which 
call for help both in building and in the support of the pastor. No 
assistance has been given in recent years, but something of a very 
definite character must be done and done soon, if we are to reach 
(ur proper development in Corsicana. Under another division we 
shall discuss our work in the southwest and will have something more 
0 say about this field in that general discussion. 


__ PRAGUE, OKLAHOMA CITY, FORT SMITH, FAYETTE- 
\ILLE—These are towns within the bounds of our Fort Smith-Okla- 
homa Conference which have been kept prominently before the Board 
ot Home Missions. Every place named, and a number of others not 
included here, are strategic to our work in this conference and if 
men and money were available I should unhesitatingly recommend 
that steps be taken at once to establish our church in these cencers. 
nder existing circumstances, I shall advise that they be referred to— 
‘ne new Board without recommendations other than just noted. 


A NEW DEPARTURE—Four years ago, the Board of Home 
ons approved some plans proposed by the secretary, and passed 
them to the General Conference for consideration. Some other prop- 
“lions will be presented to the Board for approval or disapproval 
‘nbodying much that was suggested at that time. 

As this section appears in this report, it must be understood 
a expressing the judgment of the secretary only, and not as having 
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have in Birmingham the best church we have in the state, and it is 
giving inspiration to all the rest of the conference. 


MONTGOMERY, ALABAMA—Montgomery, has been something 
of a problem. About the time the Cincinnati fund was turned over 
to the Board of Home Missions, Dr. John H. Lucas, then Secretary | 
of the Board of Home Missions, proposed to the Montgomery congre- 
gation that if the property was transferred to the Board of Home 


Missions the Board would undertake to relocate the church and erect _ 


a suitable building. There were those who favored the plan, but 
there was so much opposition that it was not put into execution. 
During the present administration, there has been some correspond- 
ence looking to the same end. Some years ago, it was thought that 
the time was at hand when this could be done, but the property was 
deeded to the Board of Church Extension of the Alabama Conference | 
instead of to the Board of Home Missions. The secretary has been 
invited to meet with this Board and with the congregation to re- 
study the fieid, but his otner engagements nave made ii impossible 
to do so in time to include the findings in this report. 


WINNFIELD, LOUISIANA—The Board an ap»ropria- 
tion to assist in liquidating the indebtedness on this property, and 
was solicited for assistance in supporting the pastor, but conditions 
have never quite seemed to justify an appropriation. 


COOLIDGE, TEXAS—This is a small town where the Board 
made a loan for the erection of a church. The loan has been repaid 
according to the conditions made, but the conference seems to find 
difficulty in securing suitable pastoral supply for the congregation. 
We have had several application for help in this matter, but have 
believed that the Texas Conference should handle this proposition. 


TEAGUE, TEXAS—tThe situation at Coolidge may very prop- . 
erly be accepted as describing conditions at Teague. Something should 
be done in these fields, but just what has not yet been decided. There 


will be a discussion in another section of this report which will deal 
with this matter in general terms. — or 


MANSFIELD, ARKANSAS—At the time of the General Con- 
ference four years ago, it was reported to the Board that a fine 
opening presented itself at this place, and the matter was given in- 
vestigation. About two and a half years ago a pastor was placed 
in charge of the work there wifh a definite agreement that if the 
Board would support the pastor for a year the congregation would 
build a new church a replace the one destroyed by fire. uae 

The congregation, however, has yet been able to make good on 
its own proposition. The church has been started, but is not yet fit 
to be used for worship. It will require in the neighborhood of $2,000 
to complete the building and secure a modest equipment. The build- 
ing has greatly exceeded the expected cost, and the community has — 
not rallied to the support of the enterprise as the promoters believed | 
1t would do. Here is a problem, smaller than some other mentioned 
in this report, but important because it will establish a precedent if 
we allow the present situation to determine a favorable course of 
action, The facts will be laid before the new Board for final decision. 

KENDALLVILLE, INDIANA—This church is one of the older 
churches of Indiana Conference, but has never grown strong. The 
town of Kendallville is making some development. Our people have 
secured one of the best church sites in the city, and are electing a 
building which will cost near $25,000. This will serve the congre- 
gation and the community well. The Board of Home Missions has 
_agreed to make a donation appropriation of $1,000 to this building. 

BETHANY, WAVERLY, BALTIMORE—The Board at the an- 
nual meeting in May, 1919, voted an appropriation for building pur- 
_ poses at Bethany. At that time it was thought that a new church 
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might be deemed wise, and as the income of the 
possible.

between a fine development, and a certain failure. ~— 


Fourth—I believe this General Conference should make some 
definite plans to assist and encourage our Negro membership. Up 
to this date they have been almost entirely neglected. We have a

He has 
addressed us before and is always welcome in our midst. ae 

The Interchurch World Movement was presented by Dr, 
Cronk. of New York City. who addressed the Conference on Tuesday 
afternoon. With keen interest did the Conference hear the presenta- 


'on of this newest church organization. 
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been approved by the Board unless such statement is expressly made 
when this matter is presented. These propositions grow out of a 
very careful personal study of conditions in the entire church. Of 
course I have not been in every church in the denomination, but [ 
have been within the borders of every conference in the whole church, 
except the Florida Mission, and have attended every confrence except 
the Mississippi, North Mississipp], Florida, Georgia Colored and Char- 
leston Mission Colored. ‘This wide acquaintance in the church has 
led me to beleve that the interests of the denomination and the King- 
dom can be best served by the adoption of the program which I am 
about to present. To carry this program forward will require a 
complete change on the part of the denomination, and will require 
more men and more money for our Home Missionary work. But I 
believe when such a program as this is presented to our people they 
will respond with contributions of money, and that men will respond 


to the challenge and the fields shall be adequately provided with men 
needed for the great work proposed. 


 First—It is my judgment that this General Conference should 
create “The Department of the Rural Church,” with an Assistant 
Secretary to the Board of Home Missions, who shall give his entire 
time to this special work. We are strong in rural districts, and we 
have some of the very finest opportunities for the development of 
the rural work. Your secretary, with all his varied duties cannot 
give this work the attention which its importance demands. 


Second—I believe that the interests of the denomination and the 
Kingdom will be served better with a closer co-ordination of our 
Home Missionary forces. We have in all of our well-organized con- 
_ ferences a Board known as the Board of Church Extension. Many 

of these Boards are doing fine work. I could mention many inter- 


esting items in this connection, but I forbear lest I seem to be making 
comparisons. 3 | 


-_ What I have in mind is this: In these stronger conferences where 
the Church Extension Boards are well organized and doing good 
work, I would suggest the most vital connection beween these Boards 
and the Board of Home Missions. I would suggest the advisibility 
of making the secretary of the Board of Home Missions an Ex- 
Officio member of every Church Extension Board in the entire de- 
nomination, and have him feel that he was a part of the organization, 
with full powers except that of the vote. Since he is only Ex-Officio 


in the Board of Home Mission, this would give him exactly the same 
relation to these other Boards. a. 


I would suggest that all the work to be done by the Board of 
Home Missions in the conference having a Board of Church Extension, 
be definitely planned by conferences between the two Boards, when _ 
necessary, and always when not in conference, by the Board of Church 


Extension in consultation with the Board of Home Missions through 
the secretary. 


The funds now being raised by the several Boards of Church 
Extension would not be lessened by this plan, but rather be increased 
as the people came to understand that there was a very real co- 
ordination of effort on the Home Missionary and Church Extension 
lines. The Board of Home Missions and Church Extension of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church embodies in part the idea which I have 
in mind. The Board of Home Missions and the Boards of Church 
Extension should not be separate entities pursuing parallell lines of 
work, but one organization functioning in perfect unity. 


Third—I believe that in all the conferences where we do not | 
have effective Boards of Church Extension, such Board should be 
organized as far as possible, and such conferences be regarded as 
Home Mission territory with superintendents appointed by the Board 
of Home Missions, the said Board supplementing their salaries as

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Treasurers (of the several Boards) are expected to perform the duties 
of Treasurer of their departments until such time as the General 
Treasurer is elected.” 


At the meeting of the Executive Committee held in Columbus, 
Ohio. on July 12, Hon. F. C. Chambers of Steubenville, Ohio, was 
elected General Treasurer. “Motion carried that the Denominational 
Treasurer be given a maximum salary of $500, the same to be paid 
by the various Boards whose funds are handled, on the same basis 
as the Secretary of the Forward Movement Board.” . 

Mr.°Chambers declined to serve, and Mr. F. W. Pierpont was 
elected General Treasurer. Mr. Pierpont also declined, and other ef- 
forts of the Executive Committee failed to secure the man desired 
for this position. In this emergency it was recalled that the Secre- 
tary of the General Conference is also Treasurer. (See/ Constitution 
and Discipline, page 61, item 2.) 

It was decided by the Executive Committee that the Secretary 
of the General Conference should serve the church in this capacity, 
and I was called upon to render this service. ae 

It was required that the office should be opened in Pittsburgh, 
and agreed that this work should not be allowed to interfere with 
the work of the Secretary of the Board of Home Missions, the Treas- 
urer to employ such clerical help as night become necessary to 
enable him to conduct the business of both offices. 


THE FUNDS HANDLED—It was directed by the General Con- 
ference that all the denominational funds be handled through the 
office of the General Treasurer. An effort was made to exempt the 
funds of the Board of Publication, but the amendment proposing 
such exemption was lost by vote of the General Conference. How- 
ever, an investigation revealed the fact that this proposition was 
impracticable. In the case of the Pittsburgh Directory the Charter 
itself would have been violated by enforcing the provisions of the 
action of the General Conference. In regard to Baltimore Directory © 
it was found not to be a workable plan, Your Treasurer requested 
regular reports from each Directory, but these have not been made. 
They have not been insisted upon because I could not see the ad- 
vantage of requiring such reports in view of the fact that the Board 
elected by the General Conference is itself responsible to the General 
Conference for the proper custody of the funds belonging to the Board. 
The facts were presented to the Executive Committee at the session | 
held on July 11, 1917, and the action of the Treasurer was approved. 

There seems also to be a conflict between the action of the 
General Conference in creating the Office of General Treasurer, 
and the action of the same body in preparing the Constitutions for 
the several General Boards. The action first named makes the 
Treasurer custodian of all funds. The action noted second gives 
each Board control of its own funds. | 

After consultation with the several Boards, and the President 
of the General Conference, it was agreed that for the first year, 
the Boards should continue to control their own properties, and all 
permanent or invested funds, the General Treasurer being made re- 
sponsible only for current receipts and distributive funds. This plan 
was Satisfactory to the Boards interested. and was approved by the 
General Conference Executive Committee at its next session. I 
recommend that this plan be continued. | 

Each fund is deposited in the bank approved by the Executive 
Committee to the credit of the several Boards, each having a separate 
account, as provided in the action creating the office of General 
Treasurer. These funds are paid out only upon warrant issued by - 
the President and Secretary of the respective Boards. This gives 
each Board perfect control of all of its own funds. +. 

After nearly four years of experience, I wish to give it as my

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REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF THE GENERAL CONFER- 
: ENCE OF THE METHODIST PROTESTANT CHURCH 
FOR THE PERIOD BEGINNING MAY 19th, 
1916, AND ENDING APRIL 30th, 1920. 


As Presented to the General Conference in Session at Greensboro, 
North Carolina, May 21, 1920. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: 


In submitting this report I must blaze a new trail, and exercise 
my own judgment both as to the form which this report should take 
and the subject matter with which it should deal. © 3 


I shall present somewhat in detail the circumstances leading 
to the enlargement of the duties of the Secretary and Treasurer 


of the General Conference. This, I think, is necessary in order to 


preserve the historical connection and to form the proper background 


for an estimate as to the value and character of the work which is 


being reported. This report will deal, first, with matters pertaining 
strictly to the General Conference business and will include sum- 
-maries of the total receipts for each fund handled, and detailed 
statements for each of the general boards, the General Conference 
Expense account and the Forward Movement Commission. These de- 
tails of Receipts and Disbursements will not be presented for the 
Old People’s Home at West Lafayette, Ohio, nor the Children’s Home 
at High Point, North Carolina. These institutions each have their 
own local treasurer and funds received from the distribution of the 
Budget and as special gifts are passed directly to the respective 
treasurers; the other funds indicated being disbursed through the 
office of the Treasurer are entitled to detailed reports. 


Following this statement will appear a detailed report of Re- 


ceipts and Disbursements on account of the Million Dollar Campaign. 
We regret that we cannot bring these reports down to the last minute 


but you will readily recognize that is would be impossible to get 


these final details into a printed report, duly certified by a Public 
Accountant without allowing an interval for closing and auditing 
the accounts and preparation of copy for the printer. The fiscal 
year of the Boards whose funds are handled through the office of 


the Treasurer of the General Conference closes April 30th and we 


have taken this as the end of the period for which receipts are to 
be reported. 


The office of Treasurer of General Conference, as at present 
understood, had its beginning at the General Conference held in Zanes- 


ville, Ohio, in 1916. At that time the following action was taken, 
as recorded on page 143 of the Journal, section 6. 2 


“The election of a General Church Treasurer, who shall be under 
the authority of the Executive Committee, and who shall be the 
custodian of all funds belonging to the Boards of Publication, Edu- 
cation, Home Missions, Foreign Missions, and Young People’s Work, 


% 


and whose office shall supersede that of the Treasurer in each of | 


the several Boards. And who shall hold the funds belonging to each 
of the several Boards to the credit of said Board, supplementing 


said funds by negotiating such loans as may be necessary to meet 
| the appropriations ordered by the Boards.” 


_ The General Conference of 1916 did not elect a Treasurer. but 


referred this election to the General Conference Executive Committee. 
See Journal, page 39, lines 39-41. | 


At the meeting of the Executive Committee held in Pittsburgh, 
on June 21, 1916, the following action was taken: “The Secretary- 
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This also involves a membership composed of. eight representa- 
tives, who should be named by this General Conference. This in- 


volves also expense in the attendance of the representatives at the ~~ 


various meetings of the Council. We have a number of members on 
the various Commissions of the Council. Many of these have not 
participated in the important work assigned to these Commissions 


because there was a question as to the matter of expenses. 


With the method of financing the General Conference Expenses 
which has been in operation we have not been able to meet all the 
demands that have been made upon us, and have been compelled to 
decline to incur expense that should have been met for the sake of 
denomination and the Kingdom. : 


I suggest the appointment of a special committee to consider 
our relation to the Federal Council of Churches; to recommend the 
selection of our membership in the Council; and to determine what 
expenses are justified in our relation to this body. 


WEST LAFAYETTE COLLEGE DEBT—When the Executive 
Committee approved the plan to establish a Home for Old People 
at the West Lafayette College it also agreed to arrange for the 
payment of $10,000 by the General Conference on the debts against 
the property of the College. There was no money in the Treasury 
which could be. used for this purpose, and the Executive Committee 
overlooked the necessity of making a necessary provision for this 


purpose. Notes were maturing. and had to be cared for to save 


litigation. Under these circumstances, the Treasurer felt very sure 
that the General Conference expected him to take care of the situation, 
and he negotiated a loan for the full amount of this obligation, giv- 
ing the Corporate note of the General Conference therefor. This mat- 
ter has been cared for under instructions from the Executive Com- 
mittee of the General Conference and the full amount has been paid. 


BUDGET —In the report of the Committee on Forward Move- 
ments as adopted by the General Conference of 1916, among other 
recommendations the following appears. Journal, page 143, item 5. 


“The adoption of the Budget System of assessing the general 
interests. The Executive Committee shall levy the assessment 
in a lump sum upon the various Annual Conferences, and shall 
be assessed by them upon their respective pastoral charges upon 
the same basis.”

I very respectfully suggest that this General Conference order 
this change in the plan, if the office of General Treasurer is continued. 


BOND FOR THE TREASURER—This matter was not provided 
for in the action creating the office, and the position of Secretary 
and Treasurer of the General Conference did not require bond. 
After consultation with the proper authorities it was decided that 
the Treasurer should be bonded by the Boards whose funds he handles. | 
and whose Constitutions require that the Treasurer be bonded. The 
Treasurer has been bonded by the Board of Home Missions for 
$15.000 by the Board of Foreign Missions for $10,000, and by the 
Board of Education for $10.000, making a total of $35,000. The Uon- 
stitution of the Board of Young People’s Work does not require that 
the Treasurer be bonded. During the latter part of the period | 
have carried a bond of $5.000 on my bookkeeper, who has charge of 
the books and the banking in my absence charging the premium as 
an item of office expense. | Bee 

It is my judgment that the Treasurer should be bonded as 
Treasurer of the General Conference, and that proper bond should 
be secured for so many of his assistants as may have access to the 
hooks and cash, charging the premium as an item of office expense. 

SPECIAL OFFERINGS—There has been some discussion as to 
the proper credit of the special offerings made on the several special! 
days held by the Sunday schools of the Methodist Protestant Church. 
The Constitution and Discipline definitely specifies that the Easter 
Offering and the Children’s Day offering shall be special for the > 
benefit of the Boards preparing the program. However, in the Con- 
stitution of the Board of Young People’s Work, page 100 of the Con-. 
stitution and Discipline. the following appears: Art. III. (b) “The 
Board shall hold a fall rally day service in the Sunday Schools, and 
shall observe Christian Endeavor Day in the Societies of Christian 
Endeavor, and all offerings thus received: shall be credited upon the 
apportionment made.” | 

After consultation with the proper officials, the Treasurer ruled 
that the offerings for the Board of Young People’s Work were sub-— 

to the same law as the other special offerings named. This was 
approved by the Executive Committee at its meeting in 1917.

The 
General Conference, after considering the estimates, the avalil- 
able resources of the church and the relative importance of the 
work of these Boards, shall determine the amount to be assessed

The General Conference adopted this section but took no steps 

to fix or apportion the Budget. The entire matter was referred to the 
Executive Committee. It is probable that certain changes will be 
desirable in this paragraph. It seems to your Treasurer that the 


matter is of sufficient importance to justify the appointment of a 
committee with instructions to report to this General Conference at 


the earliest possible date. oo 
In view of the action of the General Conference in directing the 


apportionment of the General Budget to the several Annual Confer- 


ences, thus eliminating the power of the several Boards to make such 


apportionments, I suggest that proper action be taken with refer- 


ence to section 3, article 6, page 70, Constitution and discipline, which 
reads as follows: 
“The Board, at its annual meeting. shall estimate the amount 
of funds required for all its Foreign Missions, and shall appor- . 
tion the same to the several Annual Conferences according to 
their respective ability, and the corresponding secretary shall 
send to the presidents immediately, and to the Conferences at 
their annual sessions, the amounts thus apportioned, which shall 
be laid before the same by the presidents thereof, and apportioned | 
to the several stations, circuits and missions; and the funds col- 
lected shall be forwarded under the direction of the Annual Con- 
ferences to the treasurer of the Board.”

MONEY: FROM THE PITTSBURGH DIRECTORY—On page 
95 of the General Conference Journal, you will find a certain report 
referring to the sum of $3,614.65, additional net profits of the Pitts- 
burgh Directory of the Board of Publication which was reported to 
the General Conference in 1916 with the suggestion that the money 
be used for the relief of superannuated ministers in the several con- 
ferences, the manner and method of distribution thereof to be de- 
termined by the General Conference; this money to be held by the 
Pittsburgh Directory until the General Conferes:ce has worked out 
full plans for carrying out this suggstion. 

Special mention is made here to this item because of the very 
eeneral misconception with reference to this fund. A number of 
inquiries have come to the office as to the amount and. as to the 
location of this money and some criticism has been made because 
the money was not in the hands of the Treasurer of the General 
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is tanding on the part of pastors and church treasurers as 
af budget funds. It is my suggestion 
that this matter will be in better form if the General Conference will 
direct the Annual Conferences to arrange two budgets; one for An- 
nual Conference Expenses of every sort and one covering the Gen- 
eral Conference Budget. ia 
I think I should also call your attention to the fact that there 
has not been uniformity in reporting Budget Funds to the office of 
the general treasurer. In some of the Conferences, a Conference 
Treasurer has been elected and the budget funds ordered forwarded 
to him. In other Conferences funds are sent direct to the General 
Treasurer. It is my judgment that the best results will be secured 
if this General Conference will order all General Conference remit- 
tances to be made directly to the Treasurer of the General Conference. 
This will enable the Treasurer to keep tab on every church in the 
entire denomination; thus enabling him to adopt plans to speed up 
and increase collections. We have within the bounds of the church, 
several men who are doing fine service as Annual Conference Treas- 
urers. This recommendation does not discount their work in any 
sense, but there are conferences where it would be practically im- 
possible to find the right man to serve in this capacity. Because of 
our inability to find a suitable man for the office of Annual Confer- 
ence Treasurer in some of the Conferences and because the General 
Conference Treasurer is a bonded officer of the denomination, it is 
my judgment that he is the proper person to receive these funds and 
that they should be placed in his hands at the earliest possible date. 


GENERAL TREASURER—I have already referred in this re- 
port to the manner of the election of the General Treasurer. In 
view of the enlarged duties of the office, it would seem to be proper 
to amplify section 2, page 61 of the Constitution and Discipline. 


“The General Conference shall elect by ballot at each quad- 
rennial session, from among its members, a president, a secre- 
tary and treasurer (in one person) anda statistical secretary; 
all of whom shall hold office until their successors are elected.” 
I suggest the addition of the following either as a part of section 

2 or as an additional section, defining the duties of the Treasurer of 
the General Conference: | 

“The Secretary and Treasurer of the General Conference 
shall be the custodian of all records and funds belonging to 
that body. He shall receive all current funds belonging to the 
following Boards: Foreign Missions, Home Missions, Education, 
Young People’s Work, Forward Movement Commission and the 
General Conference Budget and all other General Conference > 
funds. These funds shall tbe deposited to the credit of the 
Gneral Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church in the 
name of the Treasurer and shall be paid out only upon warrant 
signed by the President and Secretary of the several organiza- 
tions whose funds are being handled. When any Board shall 
require funds_in excess of its credits on the books of the Treas- 
urer, he shall borrow a sum sufficient to meet the needs of said 
Board or Organization and debit the interest to the account of 
the Board benefitted. It is hereby directed that the invested 
funds of the several boards shall be held by the Boards elected 
by this General Conference under their several charters and 
only the income be paid into the hands of the General Confer-. 
ence Treasurer, The Secretary-Treasurer shall be bonded in a 
satisfactory surety company for not less than $25,000 at the ex- 
pense of the General Conference. The salary of the Secretary- 
Treasurer shall be fixed by this General Conference or if the 
General Conference shall fail so to do or prefers to refer the 
matter, then the said salary shall be fixed by the Executive

What 
has been accomplishéd has been done while I continued to serve 
as Secretary of the Board of Home Missions, an office which re- 
quires the full time of any man to secure the best results, —
